Businesses in the resort strip area 
of the city along the oceanfront 
have been given a reprieve from a 
city council budget decision to dis- 
c(Mitinue ali city provided commer- 
cial waste management services. 

By an 8-2 vote, council decided 
to continue to inovide the services 
in the resort area through Sept. 30, 
1994 at an increase to the existing 
rates charge of 25 percent 

But even with the increase. City 
Manager James K. Spore said the 
city will be subsidizing the 
$537,200 service by nearby 
$182,500. Although the Public 
Works Dq)artment indicated it can 
absorb the cost for an additional 
season, beyond that, additional re- 
sources would be needed, according 
to Spore. 

The number of resort-area cus- 
tomers has dropped from 200 to 90 
since May. If the number drops be- 
low 75 sites, the city will perma- 
nently discontinue service with a 
90-days-notice to customers. 

Councilmember Robert K. Dean, 
who v(Hed against the ordinance, 
objected to limiting the service to 
the resort area. He said that resi- 
dents pay $2.69 per container for 
one contains' pickup a week, while 
at the Oceanfront, businesses pay 
83 cents per container, with j^ 



maximum of six containers per 
business. 

Spore said that the lesser costs 
are attributed to the small number 
of aews needed tt) cover the area, 
and a fcwr-hour work day. 

The Resort Leadership Council 
requested the change because of the 
area's unique situation — the 
closeness of buildings in the area 
makes it difficult to use dumpstoB. 

Councilmember Linwood 
Branch, who abstained from the 
voting, said that it's better not to 
have dumpstos every whne with the 
accompanying overflow and smells. 
He said that the interim measure of 
continuing the service will buy 
some time for the city to entertain 
bids. He said he also plans to enter 
an ordinance to regulate dumpsters. 

Councilmember John D. Moss, 
who also voted against the change 
in plans, said that it looks like 
something that will come back 
with a tax attached. 

Mayor Meyera Obandorf, how- 
ever, said that she sees it as a mat- 
ter of public health safety. 
According to Obemdorf , one thing 
the rcfsort city has been compli- 
mented about is its cleanliness. 

E}ean said that if the city is going 
to apply standards at the 
Oceanfront, it should do so in the 
whole city. 

After Sept. 30, 1994, the city 
has two options. Spore said: to 
provide the service with the com- 
mercial community paying the en- 
tire cost; or to contract with a pri- 
vate hauling company to provide 
the service. 

When the city rebids the master 
solid waste contract next May, it is 
expected that the resort area service 
would be added to the contract

When it seems there's no safe place ot no one willing to 
share a word of comfort, it can be easy to despair, especially 
if one of those labels is your identity. 

But with some significant measure of solace, the 
individuals who make up the donors, volunteers and staff of 
the United Way of South Hampton Roads and its 69 member 
agencies, offer safe places for those in need, and the 
willingness of strangers to step in with words and deeds to 
make diings better. 

The national United Way has .been struggling with a public 
relations nightmare for the past couple of years in the w^e 
of findings that its one-time top officer overused his 
privileges, and in doing so, abused the reputation of this 
very worthwhile philanthropic organization. 

Unfortunately, and somewhat unjustly, during its two 
most recent fundraising campaigns, donations to the local 
South Hampton Roads United Way have been significantly 
affected by that scandal. ConsequenUy, agencies in our 
community funded by the United Way have had to scale 
back and even eliminate some of the services they provide. 

The harm done by fewer donations, however, has little 
affect in the national offices of the United Way. The harm 
done is to Edmarc, the hospice for terminally ill children, 
which can't offer as many Camp Magic weekends for the 
youngsters it helps. The harm done is to Hope House which 
can't provide a counelor to a mentally handicapped adult 
trying to learn independent living skills. And, the harm done 
grows in proportion to the number of donations not given. 

The United Way has launched its new campaign and is 
asking for your generous support. It's estimated that one in 
five people in South Hampton Roads benefits in some way 
through an agency affiliated with die United Way. 

But there can be just as sweet an enjoyment in the benefit 
of giving. Consider it strongly. — J.P.

The United States Deparimeni of 
iJbor has big plans for your local 
schools, not to mention your local 
workplaces. In fact, it has the work 
specs for the 
New Amer- 
ican Child.- 

What the 
DOL is push- 
ing hard 
through its 
SCANS (Se- 
cretary ' s 
Commission 
on Achieving 
Necessary 
Skills) mani- 
festos looks a 
whole lot like 
the Outcome- 
Based Edu- 
cation being 
hawked by the 
education/industrial complex in Vir- 
ginia and across Ihe nation. 

Moreover, it resembles what La- 
bor Secretary Robert Reich pro- 
pounded to the National Education 
Association's leadership five years 
ago — when he was a Harvard theo- 
retician who could only dream of the 
kind of power he now wields in the 
Clinton Cabinet. 

"Instead of emphasizing indi- 
vidual achievement and competi- 
tion," Reich told the NEA pooh- 
bahs, "the emphasis in the classroom 
should be on group performance." 

If you are a parent, a teacher, a 
student — or just an American in- 
terested in preserving individual 
freedom — you might want to know 
what's in the SCANS fine frint. Per- 
versely (if appropriately), I spent the 
long Labor Day weekend studying 
several hundred pages of SCANS 
documents pulled out of national 
data banks. 

To begin widi, if Labor factMums 
have their way, American pupils no 
longer would receive report cards 
with letter grades from A lo F for 
dieir academic wctfk. Instead, they 
would have cumulative resumes diat 
would follow them throughout 
school — and into their working 
years. 

On diose resumes (a sample of 
which is in a SCANS report), stu- 
dents would be rated for "workplace 
compewncies," such as their "inter- 
personal skills," and dieir "systems" 
thinking. 

There would be prdici»Ky levels 
(but no failing grades) for academic 
subjects. And the resumes would 
even have a listing of "p<Mlfolios" of 
student work (such as a project on 
cnvironmcnialism) — OBEists' pre- 
ferred replacement for objecti w test- 



ing of student knowledge. 

Ever helpful, the SCANS com- 
missioners actually provide class- 
room assignments to integrate 
SCANS competencies into die core 
curriculum. 

For example, in English class, 
teachers could sharpen "interper- 
.sonal skills" by having students "dis- 
cuss the pros and cons of die argu- 
ment Uiat Shakespeare's 'Merchant 
of Venice' is a 'racist' play and 
should be banned from die curricu- 
lum. 

So radier dtan studying a piece of 
masterful writing on its own merit, 
students would be invited to consider 
censoring it. That's "relevant" edu- 
cation? People for the American 
Way, where are you? 

The most inuiguing "outcomes" 
are the students' "personal qualities" 
that educators would rate on the 
SCANS resumes: responsibility, 
self-esteem, sociability, self- 
management, and integrity/honesty. 
On diose resumes, students would be 
identified not only by name and ad- 
dress but also by Social Security 
number. 

The report furdier states that die 
Educational Testing Service is de- 
veloping an "employer-friendly" 
system called WORKLINK through 
which assessments of pupils' 
SCANS qualities could be shared 
widi busings electronically. Doesn't 
sound very "friendly" to die lilUe 
guy. 

If somewhere along die line you 
got on die b^ side of school audiori- 
ties — perhaps, say, you failed to 
show up for your Pumsy die Dragon 
sell-esteem session in elementary 
counseling — a bad mark for integ- 
rity could dog you for die rest of your 
life. 

Talk about Big BroUicr abusing 
liberty. American Civil Liberties 
Union, where are you? 

The DOL has some gall w judge 
anyone's honesty. Remember, diis is 
die federal behemodi diat for 10 
years programm«i its computers to 
score job seekers way up or way 
down on employment tests, depend- 
ing solely on dieir racial classifica- 
tion — and dial did so without bodi- 
ering to inform the victims of diat 
official racism. 

Rather than spending time in 
moral receivership for its intell«;tual 
bankruptcy, die IX)L is back under 
Reich as a super-Cabinet agetKy 
(dwarfing Education) widi a Khane 
diat multiplies die injustices of race- 
norming many limes. 

In fact, an internal advisory memo 
to die Equal Employm^t Opportu- 
nity Commission gives die game 



away: The national job-skills certifi- 
cation and education assessments in 
Clinton's Goals 2000 legislation — . 
now before Congress — seek to re- 
place norming with "fuzzy" tests 
more likely to achieve equalized out- 
comes on a group basis. 

These subjective measurements 
(such as portfolios) "are easily ques- 
tioned so diere may be an avalanche 
of challenges to the grading of as- 
sessment exercises," the memo 
warns. 

The SCANNERS' objectives are 
not modest: "The nation's school 
systems should make the SCANS 
foundation skills and workplace 
competencies explicit objectives of 
insU'uction to all levels." "All em- 
ployers, public and private, should 
incorporate SCANS know-how in 
their human resource development 
efforts, employee recruitment, and 
training." 

In "reinventing education," die 
SCANNERS also contoct a new en- 
titlement — to school success. 
Youngsters have a "right" to be edu- 
cated up to an absolute standard of 
performance "without putting the 
burden of failure on the backs of 
studenLs." ("Hey, Teach. You can't 
flunk me. I'm entitled.") 

It would be wrcmg to dismiss this 
as just more psychobabble soon to 
fade. Several states already are inte- 
grating SCANS competencies into 
their curricula. 

A careful look at die Common 
Core of Learning "outcomes" in 
OBE slates like Virginia will show 
utilitarian su^ins of SCANS: "evalu- 
ating and managing one's own be- 
havior widiin die functioning of the 
group," "plan, produce, and deliver 
high quality products and services," 
etc. 

Indeed, die linkages are clear. 
SCANS u-!«;es hem a Labw Com- 
mission report chaired by Clintmiite 
Ira Magaziner in 1 990 (and on which 
Virginia Board of Educaticm mem- 
bw Alan Wurtzel served). 

Much of diat report was picked up 
almost verbatim by Virginia'sschool 
"reformers" a few years ago. Now, 
SCANS is linked (as is Virginia) 
widi the New Standards Project, 
which is writing national examina- 
tions on die OBE model. 

Meanwhile, word from Wash- 
ington last week was diat W million 
Americans read, write, ami compute 
so pocxly diat diey have trouble hom- 
ing a job. 

Those poor folks don 't ne«l group 
hand- holding and government-ap- 
proved higher-order thinking. They 
n^ phtmics and drill on the multi- 
plication tables. The last diing they 
need is OBE.

A case in point is Richard 
Berendzen, former president of 
American University in Washington, 
D.C. Berendzen has just written a 
book tided, "Come Here," which 
details how he would call women and 
attempt to discuss, in vivid detail, 
sexual activity widi children. The 
calls were traced to his office phone 
atdieuniversity.Notbef(Me,butafter 
he was cai^ht, did he turn himself in 
at Johns Ho[4dns Hospital where he 
was diagnosed as suff^ng from post- 
traumatic stress disordo' (whatever 
diat means). 

The book, written by Boendzen 
andLauraParker,goeson totell what 
a wonderful man he is and what a 
"slow and ttvtuous recovery process 
he experienced, giving very litde 
space to his victims and dieir suffo'- 
ing. To make a long story short, it did 
not take the stalTof psychiatrists long 
to determine his pixiblero. 

It was his modio', according to 
Berendzen, and diere is no one to 
refute his story since his fadier is 
dead and his modier is in a mental 
institution. When he was eight years 
^•old his modier would call him into 
her bedroom and sexually molest him. 
He claims diat diis went on^for sev- 
eral years and then supped abrupUy 
never to happen again. 

Berendzen grew up to become an 
eminentastronomerandacademician, 
and finally president of American 
University, widi a happy second mar- 
riage and two lovely daughters.

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A closer look at welfare 
uncovers assumed myths 
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According to Daniel Stone, diiec- 
torofthe Virginia Beach Dqnrtment 
of Social Services, the depvtment 
graierated over $97 million in 1992. 
Only $4.5 mil- 
llion of this 
amount came 
firom local lax 
dollars. The 
other money 
came from die 
state and the 
federd govern- 
ment. The 
$93.5 million 
that came into 
the city be- 
cause of en- 
titlement i^o- 
grams such as 
Medicaid, Aid 
to Dependent 
Children,Food 
Stamps, Fuel Assistance, etc., went 
largely to supp(»t and bolster the 
Virginia Beach economy. 

Property owners, grocery stores, 
doctors, hospitals, pharmacists, cloth- 
ing stores, car dealers, local taxes, 
etc., all benefit directly Etom these 
dollars. The rippling effect of these 
dollars is astronomical. Any otho^ 
business in a community that gener- 
ated this amount (tf money would be 
praised and courted by the powa 
brokers. The business would be seen 
as a valuable asset to the community. 
Yet, this is not true with public 
welfare. The concq[)t of providing 
entitlement programs for the pow is 
resented and seen by most citizens as 
a burden on the community. 

These days, criticizing welfare and 
ridiculing welfare recipients seems 
to be a national pastime. Everybody 
has ideas of how the system should 
bechanged and most Americans think 
that public welfare is a major con- 
tributor to the national debL They 
resent their tax dollars being spent to 
sunx)rt"lazy,irresponsible individu- 
als" whose only problem is that they 
want a handout, not a hand-up. 

In the winter of 1992, Daniel O. 
Huff, professorof social woikat Boise 
State University in Idaho, wrote an 
article for the Public Welfare Jour- 
nal. He titled his article, "Upside- 
Down Welfare." 

This is another view of social wel- 
fare in America and dispels much of 
the misinformation aboutthe welfare 
system. According to Dr. Huff, 
"Americans spend vast amounts on 
welfare each year, but ks^ than ten 
pm:ent goes to poor people." 

Most people would immediately 
dispute this statement. However, it 
all (tepends on how we define "wel- 
fare." 

If we view "welfare" as a govan- 
ment subsidy, it is easy to see who 
gets the most in government subsi- 
dies. It is the jHOgrams that serve 
middle and uppa income citizens. 
Programs like tax breaks for invest- 
ments, tax breaks for vacation homes, 
subsidzed medical care, even Social 
Security, Medicaid, and college tu- 
itions are all subsidized by the gov- 
ernment, and could technically be 
calted "welfare." 

The Savings and Loan fiasco is 
perhaps the most blatant form of a 
government subsidy. The general 
accounting office estimates that it 
will cost American taxpayers over 
$500 billion to rescue the Savings 
and Loan industry. This gigantic 
welfare program is being borne by 
taxpayos with little protest, even 
though it was ctearly criminal bdiav- 
ior that attributed to die downfall of 
this industry. 

A little publicized "welfare" i»o- 
gram that takes the largest chunk of 
our tax dollars is a set of programs 
designed to redistribute wealth to 
American businesses. Though this 
new categcvy o( welfare is not called 
"welfare," it represents an immense 
redi^bution c^ our natitmal wealth 
and may explain why so little has 
been do«ie for poor pec^to ova- the 
past decade. 

It all depends on perspective. Tax 
breaks, uncollected personal taxes 
and fringe benefits are the welfare 
[Kopams for the middle and nppex 
middleclass in our country. Yet it is 
the ratltlement programs to the poor 
that is the object of controversy. 

The United States, more than any 
other social welfare country, seems 
intent on "victimizing" people who 
are already victims. Perhaj^ it is be- 
cmse the poor have no loUyia. no 
collective voice and often ouinot

defend themselves. 

Because I firmly believe that un- 
dorstanding Old knowledge are pow- 
erftil tools. I would like to use die rest 
of this column to ad(kess some wdl- 
known misconceptions abnilthepub^ 
lie welfare system and the citizras 
who are the recipioits of the entide- 
mentim)gruns. ^ 

Perhaps the most commonly l^d 
beltef is that the more chiMren one 
has. die more money one is able u> get 
from the welfare system. In fact, the 
roility is that in the state of Virginia, 
ifamothw is receiving Aid to Dqxai- 
doit Chiklren for one child, she gets 
$231 per month. The maximum 
amount that an ADC modier/father 
can receive is $435 per month, even 
if she/he has twenty childroi. 

Another belief is that "welfare" 
families are large families. The 1992 
characteristics study publishol by the 
Virginia Department of Social Ser- 
vices says that the average family on 
puUic welfare has two chiklren. 

Many people believe that the cycle 
of wel£ue is ntytt httkea and that 
once a family gets on welfare they 
stay in the system forever. In 1989, a 
study by the College of William and 
Mary stated that the average length 
of time a family stays on welfare in 
Virginia is three years. 

People believe that welfare clients 
are uneducated and virtually illit^- 
ate. Statistics reveal that 52 percent 
of the citizens of Virginia Beach who 
are on welfare have completed high 
school. Eight percent have attended 
college and one percent have com- 
pleted college. 

Food stamps are another entiUe- 
ment program which receives a great 
deal of bad press. A common belief is 
that one can get rich off of food 
stamps. This is true only for crimi- 
nals or unscrupulous merchants who 
prey on the poor. The maximum food 
stamp allotment for two people is 
$ 193 per month. For eight people, the 
allotment is £q}proximately $634 and 
each additional family member ova 
eight years of age receives {^proxi- 
mately $78 per month in food stamps. 

Another belief is that one can buy 
everything from toilet paper to a 
Cadillac with food stamps. This is 
not true. Food stamps cannot be used 
for non-food items like toilet paper, 
deodorant, toothpaste, pet food, to- 
bacco, soap, aspirin, etc. 

These are but a few of the many 
myths about publk welfare. Perhaps 
Michael Harrington in his book the 
"OOkx America" sums it up best. 
"There's a fiindamental paradox of 
the welfare state that it is not built for 
the desperate, but for those who are 
already capable of helping them- 
selves. As long as the illusion papists 
that the po(M' are m^ly freeloading 
on the public, so long will the 'Other 
America.' continue unthreatened. The 
truth, it must be understood, is die 
exact opposite. The poor get less out 
of the welfare state than any odier 
group in America."

Refuge closes for annual hunts 



The Back Bay National Wildlife 
Refuge will close to die general 
public from Saturday October 2 
dirough Saturday, October 9 and 
again Sunday October 3 for an an- 
nual deer^eral hog hunt. 

According to Refuge Manager 
AnUiony D. Leger, die closure is 
necessary to ensure public safely. 
False Cape State Park, located 
south of die refuge, will also be 
closed during diis time, for a simi- 
lar hunt 

Sixty-two hunters are permitted 
to hunt on each of the seven hunt 
days. The first day of die hunt will 
be (^n to archery hunting only and 



die remaining days will be opoi for 
shotgun only. 

Those huntos who were selected 
by die computer lottery have al- 
ready been notified by mail. 
Individuals who woe not selected in 
the computer lottery for this year's 
hunt, may still attempt to partici- 
pate by arriving at the refuge be- 
tween 4 a.m. and 5 a.m. on each 
morning of die hunt for die standby 
lottery.

Still, die debate continiKS today be- 
tween (xiginal intent and inteiprela- 
tion. 

The U.S. ConstiUition, after all, is 
not a simple statute but die funda- 
mental law of the land It deals widi 
the most basic issues of powa mi 
responsibility. 

Central to American political life 
is die proper role of die federal gov- 
ernment in the affairs of its citizens 
and the states. The search continues 
for die proper balance between die 
needs of the government and die 
rights of individuals. 

The Supreme Court's decisions in 
such critical areas as abortion, por- 
nography, rights of accused, ques- 
tions of free speech, freedom of die 
press, and die free exercise of reli- 
gion, have often been as controver- 
sial as die issues diemselves. The 
Court is not infallible and has occa- 
sionally reversed itself. 

As newsp^r columnist James J. 
KUpatrick wrote recendy, "seven very 
mortal men and two very mortal 
womoi will locdc eamesdy at the 
Constitution and will say bindingly 
to the nation: No matter what tite 
Constitution meant in the past, diis is 
what it means today."

For nearly nine minutes. Graver 
Vines came on, got down, smacked 
up, and didn't wait for his boxing 
opponent, Jason Brownlee, to get 
in a better left jab or right hodk. 

The scene was the twice monthly 
Saturday night amateur fights at the 
Elks Lodge 82 on Uxidon Boule- 
vard in Portsmouth. 

An estimated crowd of 300 men, 
women and children cheered, booed, 
chuckled and 'whoofed-whoofed' 
through 17 boxing matches pitting 
the not-so-good, the pretty bad, and 
the definitely ugly in area and out- 
of-town amateur pugilists against 
one another. 

"This is good, this is real good 
sport," said th^ well-known South 
Hampton Roads dean of sports 
writers Abe Goldblatt. 

Goldblatt has been the driving 
force in keq)ing local amateur box- 
ing in front of the public eye. 

"You know, boxing is the most 
criticized sport in the world, but 
nothing attracts the attention of die 



whole wide world like a champi- 
onship bout." 

Goldblatt has had more than just 
a reporter's association with the 
boxing world. Most folks give him 
credit for dubbing World Welter- 
weight boxing champ and home- 
town hero Pernell Whitaker 
"Sweeqjea." 

"I guess he was about 11 or 12 
years old," Goldblau said, "and I 
saw this little wiry kid coming out 
of the gym, and I yelled out 'hey 
sweet Pete.' But somebody thought 
I said 'Sweetpea' and it stuck. Pete 
had a lot of class as a youngster and 
he's got a lot of class as a young 
man." 

The bouts at the Portsmouth 
Elks Club are sanctioned by the 
Virginia State Athletic Board and 
the U. S. Boxing Association. 
Doug Beavers, one of the judges at 
the Portsmouth bout, is the director 
of the state tx>ard and is also chair- 
man of the Rankings Committee 
for the International Boxing Asso- 
ciation — the powerful group 
which determines who's the number 
one boxer in each weight classifica- 
tion. 

According to Goldblatt, about 
100 boxns sign up, on average, for 
the Portsm(»ith fights. But not ev- 
eryone gets into die ring. 

"All die boxers are examined by a 
doctor and, if the doc says it okay 
for them to fight, then they're 
matched by weight and experioice." 

The Portsmouth fights attract

rank amateurs plodding into the 
ring for the fu^t time, novices with 
less than 10 fights, and q)en fight- 
ers with 10 or moK matches undo' 
dieir belts. 

AlUiough most of the fights in 
Portsmouth went the full three 
rounds alloted to amateur bouts, a 
couple of the boxers got diemselves 
disqualified for 'talking tra;^.' 

"The ref won't stand for that," 
said timekeeper Louis Latham. 
"Naw, they could be talking about 
their favorite poet up Uiere, 'cept 
they probably aren't, still the ref 
says 'you're outta here,' and out 
Uiey go."

Beach staffer estimates price tag could be 
high for city to follow rule for Disabilities Act

It would cost the city $23 mil- 
lion to make all of the city and 
school buildings, paiks and school 
playgrounds and street inli^sectknis 
accessible to the city's disabled 
population.

on what it needs to do to follow die 
fedoal mandate. 

The city is considering alloca- 
tions to follow the mandates — 
$25,000 a year is recommended in 
the (Mxiposed Capiiai Im{»roveflBent 
Bu^et. Grochmal said. Irawever, 
that the city is not in total compli- 
ance. 

A break-down in the proje^cost 
shows that the schools would re- 
quire $10 million; city buildings.

He em^iasized that the law does 
not require that every building be 
made accessible and that otter 
methods of compliaiKe are accqH- 
able — smb as making programs 
available at facilities which are ac- 
cessiUe.

EPA orders yet one 
more environmental 
study for the pipeline

LAKE GASTON — The U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy, which until now hasn't been a 
major participant in the Lake 
Gaston pipeline struggle, has 
called for a new environmental 
assessment of the proposed 
project. 

The EPA ordered the Federal 
Energy Regulatory Commission to 
prepare die new assessmrat two 
months after the commission re- 
leased its first one. 

The Roanoke River Basin As- 
sociation, which said the fira as- 
sessment used outdated. 10- year- 
old information, had forged a 
whirlwind campaign to get the 
new study. 

"We knew diere were going to 
be new people in Washington 
D.C. because of the new adminis- 
tration who would be willing to 
listen to us," said Harold Cara- 
wan, RRBA board member. 

"Virginia Beach will not be 
successful in diverting water frran 
the Roanoke Basin," said Allan 
Hoffman. M.D., chairman of 
RRBA. in a fxepared statement 

In July the commission re- 
leased its first environmental as- 
sessment which stated that the 
pipeline would not have an ad- 
verse eff(M:t on Uie basin. The 
RRBA WIS outn^ed that 10-year- 
old information was used as die 
basis of the assesment 



"From the very beginning of die 
pipeline we asked that an envi- 
ronmental assessment be done," 
said Carawan. 

"You can hardly build a pond 
today without doing an impact 
study, so it is hard to believe diat 
one isn't required of a project diis 
scale." 

However, the EPA concludes 
diat die current assessment "does 
not provide enough specific de- 
tails and has not used current in- 
formation to adequately assess 
die direct and indirect impacts 
associated with the pipeline pro- 
ject" 

"This recent news is die most 
encouraging sign yet that federal 
environmental agencies appreci- 
ate die significance of this issue 
and die need for a careful evalua- 
tion of die likely impacts of a di- 
version of 60 million gallons of 
water vitally needed to maintain 
die healdi of die Roanoke Basin," 
said Hoffman. 

Virginia Beach has insisted 
that there is no controversy con- 
cerning the environmental effects. 

Neverdieless, RRBA members 
have gottM a second wind. 

"We are going to continue to 
believe this project is environ- 
mentally and economically harm- 
ful and we will continue to fight 
it," said Carawan.

Rehabilitation 

Rusty, an 18-year-old high school drop-out, steals a car 
for ajoyride. He gets caught, the Commonwealth's Attorney 
throws the book at him and the circuit court judge finds him 
guilty. 

For his punishment, the court could send Rusty, a first- 
time offender, to prison. As an inmate, the 18-year-old — in- 
carcerated, more than likely, with career criminals who have 
violent histories — can look forward to two years or more 
sitting in his cell, maybe handling responsibilities in the 
prison Idtchen or launiy room, reading books in the library 
and some physical exercise behind the tall, barbed wire fence. 
In Virginia, first-time, nonviolent offenders from the 
Tidewater area and other regions have a chance to go a differ- 
ent route. TTiey can go to prison as their punishment or they 
can volunteer for a pilot program designed after the U.S. Ma- 
rine Corps basic training boot camp, complete with the Com- 
bat Confidence Course. The judge decides if offenders like 
Rusty can take part in the unique program. 

The boot camp is known officially as Southampton Inten- 
sive Treatment Center (SITC) and is located near the 
Southampton Correctional Center near the little town of 
Capron, approximately two hours west of Hampton Roads on 
Route 58. 

SITC is a five-year pilot program which is beginning its 
tfiird year. There are 79 employees who handle anywhere 
from 75 to 1 10 "Probates" at any given time. 

"They are not inmates," said one drill instructor at SITC. 
"These young men arc on probation. They are probates." 

The drill instructors are proud of the work they do with 
their charges. They feel they give the offenders, who may 
range in age from 16 to 24, a sense of personal value at the 
end of their 13-week stay. 

At the beginning of boot camp, probates are tested psycho- 
logically and physically to see if they can handle the military- 
style training. 

' "And at the end of the 13-week stay, we test them again," 
said one probation officer. "Their confidence level and self- 
respect go through the ceiling," she said of the test results. 

The boot camp has been called a success by many officials, 
but it does have its detractors, especially when the court 
deems selling drugs a nonviolent offense. 

A spokesman with the boot camp puts the numbers like 
tills — 75 to 80 percent of the probates are there because of 
drug-related offenses such as possession and possession with 
intent to distribute. 

The boot camp is an expensive program when broken 
down on a per-probate basis. But, as SITC Capt. Manuel 
Nazario said, "One bunk which is occupied by a prisoner at a 
state penal institution costs taxpayers $17,000 to $24,000 per 
year. C^e bunk at boot camp will house four probates per 
year at $8,500 to $9,000 each." 

His point was die probates arc a one-time shot, while the 
penal inmate can be incarcerated over a period of 10 to 15 
years or more. 

One drill instructor summed it up best. "When graduation 
time comes around, we see a lot of tears from moms and 
d^. They tell us they cannot believe this is their son." 

There are plenty of Rustys out there. All some of tiiem 
need is a march in the right direction. Many people are con- 
vinced that rehabilitation does not occur in prisons in an 
overwhelmingly number of cases. All the inmates do is learn 
tt> become better criminals. Maybe it is because diey were not 
caught early enough. 

Rehabilitation may woric at boot camp, it may not. But little 
el% has worked. Just look at the number of repeat offenders 
in prison and our cities' skyrocketing crime rate. — C.P.R.

The autlKX- was oitical of the 
manner in which a representittive of Chory^le Famis 
Inc. introduced the prc^iam to the fiudents. 

I i^ree with ho* amipletdy that a fimdraian could 
be handled in a more pitthx^ve «^. My son attended 
a school in Connecticut which raised money for the 
PTA by selling Cherr^lale products, but the approach 
was different. First, the representative from 
Cherrydale Farms dealt only with the PTA president 
— ^^«) one else. 

ilie decision lo use dmiydate Fvms was pitt to a 
vote during the first PTA meeting of the school year. 
All students received a packaged containing a small 
catalog, wder form and all information needed to 
submit orders. Most importantly, the children were 
instructed NOT to sell door-to-{k)OT. but only to rela- 
tives or trusted neighbors. No matter how small the 
order (and the majority of orders were small) every 
child received a prize from Chorydale, such as a 
twisty straw (V set of pencils. 

Parent volunteos isued the orders during one des- 
ignated evening and the onkrs were already packaged 
by the Ch^rydale company by teacher's and studoit's 
names — so passing out the or^rs went smoothly. 
The candy and wnqqring paper sold by Cherrydale. at 
least in Connecticut, was higher quality than found in 
most stores — we never heard of any dissatisfied cus- 
tomers. Half of the sales price was profit for the 
PTA, and it usually amounted to about $2,000 each 
year (the school's enrollment was less than 4S0 stu- 
dents). 



My son enjoyed being a salesman — he knew he 
could count on his parents, grandparents and next (kxv 
neighlxMS for a small order to help out his school. It 
was not overly time-consuming for the student or the 
parents, and it netted a significant amount of cash for 
thesclKwl. 

I feel it is unfortunate that the students at Great 
Bridge Kfiddle School N(»th had to deal with a sates 
pitch — it can easily be confusing to a child. But 
perhaps this method of fundraising could be given an- 
other chance — it can be effective, without being a 
burden on anyone.

As in many cities nadmwide, the 
shraiking municipal budget in Vir- 
ginia Beach has caused painful cuts 
in services over the past few years. 
|Funds to print 
publications to 
inform our citi- 
eois about city 
tirograms and 
services have 
been severely 
reduced. Some 
publications 
were decreased 
in size and 
scope. Others 
were cut from 
the budget. 

In order to 
improve com- 
munication 
with our cilt- 
zens, we cre- 
ated a quarterly citizen newsletter 
call Beach Advisory and developed a 
plan to fund the new publication by 
selling advertisements. 

I hope you have all picked up a 
copy of Beach Advisory. We distrib- 
ute it in libraries, recreation centers, 
restaurants, on the military bases.and 
in other businesses and public build- 
ings. We also provide copies in bulk 
toourcivic leagues fordistribution to 
their members.

Common tax date proposed

The adoption of a uniform busi- 
ness license tax payment date for 
the seven Hampton Roads area 
cities of Chesapeake, Norfolk, 
Virginia Beach, Portsmouth, 
Newport News, Suffolk and 
Hampton has been unanimously 
recommended by the respective 
commissioners of the revenue. 

In a formal resolution signed by 
Ray A. Conner of Chesapeake, 
Sam T. Barfield of Norfolk, Robert 
B. Vaughan of Virginia Beach, 
C.B. Harrell, Jr. of Newport News, 
Ross A. Mugler of Hampton, A. 
James Pillion of Portsmouth, and 
Thomas A Hazelwood of Suffolk, 
diese seven commissioners of the 
revenue outlines the advantages if 
ail localities in the Hampton Roads 
area had the same business license 
payment date. 

According to a release sent to 
area media outlets, the commis- 
sioners say many businesses in the 
Hampton Roads area have more 
than one location. "Contractors 
who do work throughout the area 
often have to purchase a business 
license in multiple cities. It is con- 
fusing for businesses to keep track 
of the various filing and payment 
dates. 

"If all localities in this area had 
the same due date, it would help de- 
crease the number of delinquencies. 
Less delinquencies saves money for 
the business community because of 
the reduction in penalties and into'- 
est. 

"Less delinquencies will save 



time and effort in enfOTcemenl of 
the business licaisc tax code by the 
respective staffs of the area com- 
missicmers of the rcvraue." 

The current due dates for busings 
license renewals for the area cities 
an: Hampton, Newpwt News, and 
Suffolk, Jan. 31; Chesapeake, Feb. 
15; Norfolk, April 30; Pwtsmouth, 
May 31; and Virginia Beach, June 

IQ. 

The resolution signed by the 
seven commissioners of the revenue 
proposes a compromise date of 
March 1. With this unifwm date, 
four cities would have their busi- 
ness license collection date moved 
*' back, while three cities would have 
it moved forward. 

This compromise date would 
give businesses approximately 60 
days in which to calculate their 



priv calendar year's gn»8 recdpts 
for filing {wrposes. 

The Iwsiness license tax is a sig- 
nificant revenue source for these 
cities. For fiscal year 1992-93, the 
collective amoimt of revenue gmer- 
ated from business licenses was 
more than SSS million dollars. 

The resolution signed by the 
commissioneis of the revenue calls 
f(v March 1 to be adopts as a uni- 
foim business payment due date for 
cities in the Hampton Roads area 
beginning in 199S. 

This fall, the commissicmers will 
be presenting tiK proposal to their 
respective city councils for the 
adoption of the necessary amend- 
ments to the city codes.

Board suspends nurse's license 



A Virginia Beach nurse has had 
his license summarily suspended 
pending a hearing by the Virginia 
Board of Nursing for diverting in- 
scription drugs to his own use. 

The Board determined that regis- 
tered nurse Clay Roy Merchant of 
Virginia Beach had administered 
meperidine, a narcotic painkiller, 
and the anesthetics sufentanil and 
fentanyl to himself on a daily basis 
between June and September. 
Merchant was assigned by Medical 
Technology of Hampton Roads to 
the Portsmouth Naval Hospital at 
the time.

spciatlon, said, "I don't think any 
(corrective action) is left off the 
list short of a nuclear attack on 
school districts." 

At a meeting last summer of 
the American Educational Re- 
search Association, prominent ed- 
ucators filled the air wiUi alarms 
that the Clintons' OBE standards, 
driven by assessments, might lead 
to a nanowing of Uie curriculum, 
and have a harmful effect on 
education, as in some European 
counties. 

Virginians uxsn't accustomed to 
hearing that kind of talk from {vo- 
fessional educators because their 
state education bureaucracy lov- 
ingly embraced OBE and in fact 
wants to help subsidize the na- 
tional assessments that would 
drive it 

Goals 2000 is a Little Shop of 
Horttjri of educationist doctrine. It 
mandates equal graduation rates 
according to racial and ethnic 
group, which should be tipoff 
enough of what happens to indi- 
vidual intellectual distinction. 

It endorses "developmcntally 
appropriate" early-childhood prac- 
tices elevating self-est^m over 
academic instruction. 

It sets up a National Education 
Goals Panel, consisting entirely 
of politicians, to review stand- 
ards, curricula, and tests promul- 
gated by. in effect, a national 



school board. It also gives Robert 
Reich's DDL power to certify 
skills of a national workforce. 

There's much more: school- 
based health and social-service 
clinics, a "parents as teachers" 
program that could intrude the 
state ever more deeply in family 
life, and, of course, "opportunity- 
to-lcam" or delivery standards. 

The latter provides an opening 
for Washington to tell each state 
how much it should spend per- 
teachcr, per-pupil, or pcr-building 
in the name of "equity." 

In an article for the American 
School Board Journal in July, 
1992, Reich called for mega- 
school districts, widi the wealth- 
ier adopting the poorer, to bring 
that about. 

Now, Lyndon Johnson's ESEA, 
which was designed to provide 
compensatory education to help 
poor students improve their basic 
skills, is to become a big stick to 
enforce New Age ed across the 
land. 

Schools are the institution clos- 
est to the heart of most neighbor- 
hoods. Local control has been a 
cherished principle in American 
life. Statist control of curriculum 
is a pernicious trend, threatening 
liberty. 

So why are so many people, in- 
cluding putative "conservatives" 
on Capitol Hill, sleeping through 
the coup d'etat?

Any juid 
every person composing a mob which 
shall malickxisly or unlawfully shoot, 
stab, cut or wound any person, or by 
any means cause him bodily injury 
with intent to maim, disable, disfig- 
ure or kill him, shall be guilty of a 
Class 3 felony.

an assault. Were there other ways lo 
defend herself? Why didn't she go to 
school officials and ask for protec- 
tion? She was charged with aggra- 
vated assault. 

It would appear the six others had 
assembled unlawfully with intent to 
harm the victim. They were charged 
with "assault by mob." Code of Vir- 
ginia (18.2-42): Assault or bauery by 
mob. Any and every person compos- 
ing a mdb which shall commit a 
simple assaultor battery shall be guilty 
of a Class 1 misdemeanor. 

Here in Virginia Beach we have 
been fortunate. There were no re- 
ported incidents involving assault by 
mob or maiming by mob in our 
schools during die past school year or 
to date. Let's h<^ our schools will 
remain safe havens of learning.

The ALAS program takes the 
PRIDE [Hogram one step further and 
specifically asks a teacher, (x teams 
of teachers, to study and devise a plan 
to accelerate the learning of stu(knts. 
Once this plan is in place, ^xess to 
the professional growth account al- 
lows teachers to gain needed infor- 
mation and skills lo carry out the 
accelerated lesurting plan. 

At the end of the process, if stu- 
dents' learning has indeed been ac- 
celerated, the teacher or teachers 
would be eligible to accelerate one 
step on the salary scale. 

How might an individual teacher 
participate in the PRIDE program? 
Here is one example. A high school 
chemistry teacher studied how much 
material was covered by her chemis- 
try students over the last four years 
and she also looked at the number of 
A's, B's and C's that the students had 
earned. Two yearsago,she had placed 
more emphasis on her chemistry labs 
and it looked to her that while she had 
not covered as much material that 
year.studentsdidhigho'qualitywork 
and received better grades. 

The difficulty that she had that 
year was never having enough time 
to really complete the experiments 
befcve the bell rang. She talked with 
an English teach^ who needed a 
longer bell to help her students with 
writing. They both approached their 
assistant principal and asked if it 
would be possible to schedule a 
double bell in chemistry twice a week 
and a double bell in English twice a 
week. 

This would allow students to at- 
tend chemistry three days a week and 
English du-ee days a week but for two 
of those three days class would be 
two bells long. The chart below shows 
how a student's schedule would be 
set up.

This 
time he takes on Willie Edwards of 
Detroit. 

In a co-feahir«l bout, unbeaten 
junitH' lightweight Eddie Hopson of 
St. Louis will take on Jesus Poll of 
Houston in a 10-rounder. 

Aiso featured Tuesday night will 
be a speciii presentation by Boxing 
Illustrated, honoring Pernell 
Whitaker as "Best in the World, 
Potmd-fOT-Pound." 

Marcus thrilled fans at 

The Pavilion last December when 
he scored an 1 Ith-round TKO over 
An Baylis of Hiiladelphia to cap- 
ture the vacant title, a feat most say 
was his greatest as a professional. 
In a wild give-and-take brawl that 
had the fans on their feet from the 
start, Marcus won the title in only 
his 10th pro bout. 

On May 22, Marcus knocked out 
Andrew Maynard in the eighth- 
round to retain the title and raise his 
recwd to II-O, with nine wins in- 
side the distiUKX. 

The 28-year-old native of Guyana 
was raised in Toronto, Canada, and 
currently calls Virginia Beach his 
home. Fighting as a middleweight, 
the six-foot Marcus represented 



Canada in the 1988 Olympics in 
Seoul, losing a hard-fought decision 
in the gold medal bout, despite suf- 
fering a broken hand in the first 
round. 

Edwards is ranked No. 8 by the 
NABF at 175-pounds. The 13-year 
pro is a former NABF champion, 
winning the belt with a 10th round 
KO over Dale Grant in August 
1982, and successfully defending it 
seven times before relinquishing the 
title to fight for a world title in 
February 1987. 

Career victories include knidckout 
wins over former world champions 
Donny Lak)nde(TK0-9/May 1985) 
and Matthew Saad Muhammad 
(TKO-11/February 1984). In his 
only world title bid, Edwards was 
stopped by Bobby Czyz in the sec- 
ond round of their International 
Boxing Federation (IBF) light 
heavyweight title bout. 

With a record of 26-4-1, iiKlud- 
ing 20 knockouts, the 38-year-old 
Edwards is 3-0 with three straight 
kayos since returning from a five- 
year retirement in May 1992. In his 
last start, Jan. 12 in Michigan, 
Edwards stopped Victor Potekhin in 
the first round. 

Hopson recently craved 

the world rankings and stands at 
No. 8 by the World Boxing 
Council and No. 9 by the IBF. He 
is unbeaten in 20 pro bouts, with 
11 knockouts, since turning pro in 
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February 1989, while still in high 
school. In his last start, on March 
23 in San Antonio, Texas, Hopson 
knocked out Hector Monjardin in 
the sixth round of their scheduled 
lO-rounder. 

Poll is a former NABF and 
United States Boxing Association 
champion with a record of 24-9-3, 
with four knockouts. Since turning 
pro in December 1985, Poll has 
logged victories over former world 
champions Paul Banke (KO- 
7/August 1987) and Julian Solis 
(W-12/October 1988). In his only 
world title fight, he was stopped by 
Juan Estrada in April 1989, in a 
World Boxing Association junior 
featherweight title bout. 

The event is a promotion of 
Main Events.

Beach task force 
issues initial 
report to council

The chairman of the Virginia 
Beach Crime Task Force, in an im- 
passioned plea to City Council 
Tuesday, c^ed for improved facili- 
ties, additional personnel and 
changes in the criminal court sys- 
tem to halt the escalating rate of 
crime among juveniles at increas- 
ingly younger ages. 

Charles W. Gardner, chairman of 
the 11 -member Task Force estab- 
lished Nov. 24, 1992 and a former 
City Councilmember, submitted a 
list of 10 recommendations relating 
to juvenile crime, the first problem 
tackled by the Task Force. 

People, he said, have a right to 
feel safe and be safe. "If we do not 
begin to get some control, "society 
will lose the next generations. One 
generation already has been lost." 

In detention homes, he said, he

saw a dismal picture among the 
lower teens, saying it was heart- 
breaking to see children with their 
lives thrown away. 

His only fear, he said, is that he 
would not make the case clear 
enough for more adequate piQ^ams. 

A letter from Gardner included 
with the recommendations states 
that the Task Force believes "the 
lack of funding is due primarily to 
the fact that most people are not 
aware of the seriousness of the 
problem, or what the short and 
long-range consequences will be to 
this country, not only monetarily, 
but in wasted lives." 

Gardner said that the juvenile of- 
fender need discipline and "many 
children don't know what discipline 
is." 

It is not only important to pro- 
vide secure and less secure facilities 



for the juveniles, but to get into the 
homes to parents so that they will 
be responsible, Gardner said. 

Although Virginia Beach has a 
comparatively low crime rate, the 
numbers are rising as they are in 
the rest of the country, Gardner 
said. 

Among the recommenda- 
tions is the construction of a re- 
gional detention home in Virginia 
Beach to provide secure facilities for 
juveniles when the city's agreement 
with the Chesapeake Tidewater 
Detention Home expires in five 
years. Funds for the facility are al- 
located in the proposed six-year 
Capital Improvement Budget with 
total funding available in 1996-97. 

Changes in the court system 
were also recommended because the 
juveniles are committing more se- 
rious crimes and have learned that 
they can get away wiUi more be- 
cause of their age. 

"We nevCT anticipated we would 
have juveniles committed for the 
types of crimes they are responsible 
for." 

Accordingly, the Task Force rec- 
ommends: 

■ Efforts be made to have sen- 
tencing guidelines established in the 
Juvenile Courts similar to those in 
the Criminal Court system. 

■ Lowering the age at which 
one is treated as an adult by the 
criminal justice system to 16 years 
(firom 18 years). 

■ Changes in the confidential 
nature of the juvenile courts modi- 
fied to permit publication of of- 
fenses committed, sentences 
awarded and the presiding judge, 
wUk. matntainiag Ihe-priwacy of 
the individual. 

The Task Force also recom- 
mends: 

■ That the schools release the 
names of truants to the police de- 
partment 

■ That a school crime line be 
established and maintained within 
the middle and high schools of 
Virginia Beach. 

■ That a Khool resource offico- 
position, with arrest authority, be 
studied for possible implementation 
in each of the middle and high 
schools within the city. 

■ That additional stafHng be au- 
thorized for the Juvenile Court 
Service Unit of the city. 

■ The establishment of a juve- 
nile conference committee program 
based on the prototype in 
Chesapeake. The ChesapcaJce pio-

Board and City Council Tuesday, 
City Manager James K. Spore said 
that the city can meet most of the 
critical needs of the school system 
and remain within the 5.3-cent real 
estate tax increase approved by 
council and effective July 1, 1995. 
Initial proposals for the school 
budget in the five-year Capital 
Improvement Program (CIP) woM 



have permitted the city to postpone 
the increase until July 1, 19% and 
reduce it to approximately 2.9 
cents. 

The School Board submitted a 
budget of $167,634,813 for the 
years 1993-1999. The city's budget 
reduced that amount to

cut or shaved h^. He was last seen 
wearing white slhatts ami a blue or 
black sweatshirt, accwding to offi- 
cials. He has a medium complexkm 
and hazel eyes. 

Police think the suspect is also 
responsible for three other rapes 
plus an attempted rape, and are adc- 
ing for the public's assistance in 
finding the indivkiual.

Oi a mild Fet»uary afternoon in 
1991, amid the usual clanging 
sounds of train cars coupling and 
uncoupling, whisUes blowing, and 
boat horns blasting, Patrdlman 
Rrank Edwards of the Virginia Port 
Authority h^ just lit a cigarette.

Where's the money? 

Every city in Tidewater is facing the same monumental 
task, one which by federal law is supp<»ed to be completed 
by 1995. The Anwricans with EHsabilities Act requires that 
all public areas be completely accessible to and for persons 
with disabilities. 

Qtizcns who arc handicapped with srane type of disability 
welcomed the federal go^«mment's mamiate, as did most 
other Americans. It is only right that all citizens have equal 
access and a physical liability should not preclude anyone 
from enjoying life's simplest pleasures, such as entering a 
building. 

But the mandate itself has caused major financial prob- 
lems for most localities. Virginia Beach, for example, esti- 
mates it will cost the resort city almost $23 million to fully 
comply with the law; in Portsmouth the estimate is $25 mil- 
lion; Hampton, $1.3 million; Newport News, $2.2 million. 
Chesapeake and Norfolk have yet to determine the costs in 
those cities, but the price tag is certainly in the millions. 

Are the numbers inflated, as some critics claim? It's pos- 
sible. But even if they are bloated by twice as much, local 
governments are stiU staring square in the face of massive fi- 
nancial oudays to reach c(Mnpliance. 

Could the governments have been more foresighted and 
begun placing funds for the projects aside over the past 
years? Probably. 

But the problem comes, not from local govemntents ig- 
noring the problem or burying their heads in the sand. No, 
the problem comes from the federal government and is com- 
pounded by the same problems caused by state government 
— unfunded mandates. 

What are they? Simply put, it means the state and federal 
governments have enacted laws, rules and regulaticms which 
must be followed by local governments, yet provided no fi- 
nancial assistance to meet the requirements. Every year, 
more and more financial responsibility is placed on the 
shoulders of the local governments, the ones formerly 
funded, if not totally, at least partially by state or federal 
funds. 

Residents who demand that their local governments con- 
form to ADA and other unfunded mandates should direct 
their anger in two directions — toward the local government 
for being lax in foresight, but mostly toward the state and 
federal government for placing such an unfair bunkn on the 
localities. 

Disabled residents have eveiy right to expect localities to 
comply with the law, but they should also expect those who 
ordered the changes to pay their fair share. — J.W.B.

For umt sxnagt r»son, many 
people believe that education, 
lilK healUi can;, sitould be free to 
dion, ot largely so.

Hiov are several obsovaticms 
to be drawn from diis. For some 
time, the cost of higher educatiffli 
has risen faster than inflation. 
Clearly, diat can't be allowed to 
ctmtinue indefinitely. 

But certain oudays still seem 
reasonable. Looking at the com- 
munity college system, widi 33 
campuses and 72,(XX) full-time 
equivatent students, we find total 
costs below average, per-student 
expenditures in die public scho- 
ols. 

The rapid increase in college 
costs has spawned a vast industry 
of loans and grants, seme of it 
tainted by fraud. 

Many students complain of 
graduating widi po<v ixoqiects of 
decent employment, staggering 
under a mountain of debt 



We might measure this in a re- 
cent report from the Student Loan 
Marketing Association, better 
known as Sallie Mae. a federally 
chartered enterprise packaging 
student loans guarant^ by the 
government for resale in die open 
market. 

This doesn't tell the whole 
story by any means, but Sallie 
Mae had $2 billion on the books 
in 1978 ccnnpared to $15 billion 
now. It projects $23 billion in 
loans by 1998. 

But colleges seem intent upon 
preserving Uie old ways of sh(»t 
days and kmg vacations diat have 
made their communities richer 
and more pleasant places. 

In the case of 20 Northeastern 
schools charged by the Justice 
Department with price-fixing, it 
was revealed that for many years 
they had met each April to com- 
pare notes and make such ad- 
justments as needed to make »ire 
diat net tuition price would be tlw 
same, regardless of which school 
a student attended. 

It is passing strange that the 
two sectors of the U.S. economy 
dominated by government contrd 
and funding — health and hi^er 
education — advertise least on 
die l»sb of iHice. 

It would be refreshing to see 
just one college cut dirough die 
mumbo-jumbo and proclaim "We 
do it belter fffl- less!" 

Doing so, of c(Mirse, wmikl jeo- 
pardize accreditation. Whra chal- 
lenged, the iM-ethren can be fero- 
cious. 

Understandably, the schools 
haven't tidcen dus criticism lying 
down. One professor at Virginia 
Tech wrote The Roanoke Times 
detailing his work schedule, 
which he express^ as encom- 
passing at least 70 hours a wedc, 
alm(»t yetf-round.

The breeze whistles by your ears as 
you push forward, your feet cranking 
away on the pedals, rotating the 
wheels that fwovide you with your

along. You

variety <rf reasons — some for the 
spectacular beauty and scenery, some 
for the flat tq)o^3phy and uninter- 
rupted long distance riding that the 
area can provide, and some because a 
bicycle is their only means of trans- 
portati(Mi. 

The fact is diat the roadways of our 
city are routes of transportation cir- 
culation. But transportation memu 
more than just automd)iles — it also 
means bicycles. By state law.lncycles 
and atitomobiles have an equal right 
to the use of the roadway. 

Bicycles, howevesr, must follow 
some special rules e^ablished by the 
Commonwealth. As is obvious to 
anyone driving behind abicyclist who 
does not obey the law, bicycles can 
be obstacles to the efficient function- 
ing of our roadways if they are im- 
I»operly ridden. 

Bkyclists must ritte as far to the 
right of the roadway's travel lane as 
possiUe. Bicycle riders in a group 
must ride in single file unless they are 
passing another bk;yclist. 

By the way, "packs" of bicyclists 
using an entire travel lane do not 
qualify for the "passing another bicy- 
clist" part of the rutes. 

How do we as a city help to resolve 
some of these [m4>iems? During the 
latter part of May 1993, and the early 
part of June 1993,21 roadsltte "Share 
the Road" bicycle signs were installed 
on several niral roads in the southern 
end of the city.. The signs were in- 
stalled in an attempt to alert motorists 
and bicyclists that they should share 
the roadways. 

The signs evolved firom a request 
by members of the City Council's 



appointed Gr^nways, Trails and 
Bikeways Conunittee, a group re- 
qmnsible for advising the Planning 
Department during the development 
of the city's, Grcenways, Trails and 
Bikeways Plan.

clists in the southern part of our city 
and to recommend what the best 
methods would be to make motorists 
and bicyclists more aware of each 
other and their responsibilities on the 
rural roads. 

I should emphasize, however, that 
this is a problem not only in the 
southern part of our city, but one 
throughout the city . The southern part 
of the city was addressed firsl be- 
cause theproblem seemed to be great- 
est there. 

Afto' a detailed review of the is- 
sues, it was determined by staff that 
one viable solution with immediate 
impact and lowest cost would be the 
installation of "Share the Rwd" signs 
at key road intersections. 

The goal would be to minimize 
conflict between the motorists and 
bicyclists in an effort to promote a 
greater awareness that the roads are 
to be shared. 

Based on a survey of bicycle use on 
rural roads in the southern end of the 
city, the Public Works Traffic Engi- 
neering and Planning Department 
staff and the Greenways, Trails and 
Bikeways Committee suggested that 
the following rural roads be included 
for the installation of signs: North 
Landing Road, West Neck Road, 
Pleasant Ridge Road; Muddy Creek 
Road, Nawney Creek Road, Morris 
Neck Road, Pungo Ferry Road and 
Blackwater Road. 

Together, these roads can be used 
as a continuous circular loop through 
the southern portion of the city of 



Virginia Beach. 

The installatkMi of the signs is but 
a beginning mp in what will h(q)e- 
fully be an ongoing effort throughout 
the city to educate our citizens that 
vehicular and bicycle trafGc can co- 
exist when laws are obeyed and com- 
mon courtesy is adhered to. 

The Greenways, Trails and 
Bikeways Han, i»o|ectcd fty compte- 
tion by the Old of die year, will pro- 
vide recommendations ta the [ban- 
ning and design of the complete 
bikeway and trail sy^em citywide 
and wiU be pan of a larger effon to 
develop an Out(k)ors Plan, which will 
provide the city with comprehensive 
recreation and open ^jace planning 
and policy guidance. 

The recommendations of the 
Green ways,Trails and BikewaysPlan 
will also provide suggestions for 
safety, ease of maintenance of 
bikeways and trails and user-friendly 
routes that would like many of tlw 
city's activity areas.

Inserted in Cox Cable's bill this 
month was a flyer introducing Court 
TV as an idea as old as America. It 
asserts that this 
new 24-hour 
cable channel 
will take view- 
ers to court- 
rooms across 
the country 
where they can 
watch the most 
important is- 
sues of the day. 
This adver- 
tisement pro- 
claims further 
that "the real 
life drama of 
justice, live, as 
ithappens,isas 
riveting and as 
important to- 
day as when our 
rule of law was 
—"—^—^^ first written." 
Indeed, anyone in America may 
observe trials live and in progress. 
With few exceptions, the courts in 
our judicial system are open to the 
public. In Virginia Beach there is 
even a special "Day in Court" pro- 
gram, developed in 1987, for pubhc 
school students in government and 
business law classes to observe the 
judicial system at work. 

This Virginia Beach Court Docent 
Program provides an opportunity for 
young people to observe trials in 
district and circuit court three days a 
week during the %hool year. The 
docents are volunteer teaching 
guides. Most are women who are 
wives of attorneys or former teach- 
ers, but this year there is a male 
docent assisting with this law-related 
education program. 

There are other changes as the pro- 
gram begins a new season in the new 
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judicial center. Students will arrive 
at 8:30 a.m. on a school bus, but will 
then have go through security. They 
will then go to Courtroom Seven for 
a short mock Dial in which they por- 
tray the roles of officers of the court 

The bailiff, Kevin Leroy, assists 
the docents as they give an overview 
of the judicial system. He discusses 
the various duties connected with his 
office. The students are always inter- 
ested in seeing a stun gun as he ex- 
plains how he carries out his function 
of maintaining security and order in 
the courtroom. 

After this orientation period, the 
students observe traffic court, which 
is a part of the lower district court. 
Most of these young people now 
have a driver's license, so they relate 
to those who have been chaiged with 
speeding, running a red light, or caus- 
ing an accident 

Observing the circuit court in ac- 
tion is the next stq). One change that 
creates a small problem is that the 
courtrooms are not as large as those 
in the old court complex. Since the 
tcxirs are usually composed of 35 
students plus a teacha and two do- 
cents, the smdler courtrooms in the 



diat all cannot see the same trial, 
especially if it is an interesting mur- 
der case for instance. On the bright 
side, the class can witness two trials, 
instead of one. 

One major change is a pleasant 
one. The students no longer must eat 
their brown bag lunches on the bus. 
Now, they have an option of several 
menus if diey wish to buy a hot lunch, 
or they can eat their own sandwiches 
in the court cafeteria. 

After the lunch break, the students 
go to jail. On occasion they might be 
permitted to walk through the under- 
ground tunnel which connects the 
two buildings. This tunnel is a secure 
route used by prisoners who have a 
court dale. It could only be used by 
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new complex may require the class to 
be divided into two sections. 
Some students may bedisai^inied 

the class if it is clear of prisoners. 
Otherwise, the students will walk 
around to the enb^nce on the far side 
of the correctional facility, where they 
are met by a deputy sheriff who con- 
ducts that last part of the tour.

Sally Robinson 

Beach resident writes 
her way through grief

Which is harder, the death, or di- 
vorce of a spouse? According to 
Sally Robinson, author of Seasons 
of A Marriage, there is no doubL 

"A divorce is definitely harder," 
Robinson answered. "A divorce is 
bitter, causing a loss of self-image. 
Those strains can remain with you 
Uiroughout your life. Divorce is 
never final." 

After divorcing her first husband 
of seven years, in 1962 she married 
Dr. C. Roland Robinson, a naval 
aviator who flew 52 missions dur- 
ing the Korean War, and himself re- 
cently divorced. Robinson had been 
a prominent, well-respected dentist 
for 33 years when he died in Octo- 
ber 1991. 

"Death is more hurtful, but 
you're able to close the door," the 
Virginia Beach resident said. 
"Grieving, as painful as it is, is a 
necessary process to becoming a 
whole person again. It's a f(wm of 
healing." 

Guilt, rejection, heartache, and 
pain. In her book Seasons of A 
Marriage, the 60 year-old former 
operetta singer speaks on the effects 
of divorce, and on the death of a 
spouse. 

"Death creates a void previously 
occupied by someone dearly loved," 
Robinson writes, having found it 
nearly impossible to overcome the 
loss of her second husband. "But in 
death, a widow or widower is left 
with self-respect. People are sup- 
portive during thisperiod, and that 
support is necessary during the 
lonely time. Death forces accep- 
tance, and doesn't leave the scars of 
divace." 

Following the death of her hus- 
band, Robinson travelled, staying 
with family and friends for solace. 
During that time it was suggested 
that she record her experiences by 
writing, her friends telling her it 
would serve as a therapeutic exer- 
cise for her grieving. 

Five months after her husband 

died, Sally Robinson started her 

journal. She found that writing 

about her history, became a helpful 

tool, and seemed to give her life a 

sense of purpose. 

"Four months later, in the park- 
ing lot outside of First Presbyterian 
Church in Virginia beach, I set my 
journal on the roof of my car to un- 
lock tl» car door," Robinson re- 
membered. "Getting inside, I 
stMted the car and drove off. ITtree 



days later a message was left on my 
answering machine that a woman 
had found my book." 

When Robinson returned the 
woman's phone call, she learned 
that die young woman had read the 
journal, and, not having found the 
audior's name or address in it, she 
traced Sally dirough her deceased 
husband's former practice. The 
young woman contacted a recep- 
tionist who used to work for Dr. 
Robinson, but now assists another 
dentist who acquired Dr. Robinson's 
practice at Seaside Towers, in Vir- 
ginia Beach. 

The young woman described her- 
self as having a Master's Degree in 
creative writing, and felt that 
Robinson's book had information 
about blended families that could be 
very informative for today's society. 
(Dr. Robinson had three children, 
and Sally had an adq)tal daughter at 
the time of their marriage). The 
woman went on to say that Sally 
should make every effort to get her 
journal published. 

A music m^or at Meredith Col- 
lege in Raleigh, N.C., Robinson 
never had any formal training as a 
writer, but a year and a half later her 
manuscript was accepted by Comer- 
stone Publishing, in Virginia 
Beach. Seasons of A Marriage ad- 
dresses the relationships between 
children from previous marriages, 
and the challenge of raising blended 
families -- step-children, adopted 
children, and natural children. It of- 
fers real life accounts of a love that 
endured all hardships, and of manag- 
ing life after the death of a spouse. 

"Divorce and step-parenting are 
ways of life, " Robinson writes. 
"My message is for the hurting 
ones in these circumstances."

The five organizations that have 
expressed an interest in an outdow 
amphitheatre in Virginia Beach will 
be asked to help in the selection of 
a site. Five sites have been identi- 
fied but possibly more will be in 
consideration. 

At a work session Tuesday. Marie 
Wawner, of the city's De{Nirtment 
of Economic Development, pre- 
sented the pros and cons of five 
sites — three city-owned and two 
privately owned — based on the cri- 
teria of nearby housing. Air 
Installation Compatible Use Zone 
(AICUZ). accessibility, utilities, 
parking, environment and cost 

All of the identified sites are in 
the Princess Anne Courthouse/- 
General Booth Boulevard area. 

Councilmember John D. Moss 
suggested, however, that otho' sites 
should be considered, in an area 
where roads and infrastructure al- 
ready are adequate to deliver S300 
to 6.000 vehicles to and from the 
concois. 

At the same time he suggested 
removing from consideration im- 
mediately the three sites which are 
in the AICUZ noise zones two and 
three. If the Navy objects to the 
sites, and it does, said Moss, re- 
move the sites and add sites where 
the roads are. He mentioned two 
sites in the Kempsville Borough. 

Wawner said that the Site Evalu- 
auon Committee considered only 
those properties were pn^rty own- 
ers re^xxided to a city-placed ad. 

He said that other sites could he 
considered but that ihe committee 
wants the five organizations that 
have indicated an interest in devel- 
oping an amphitheatre here as well 
as the Resort Area Advisory Com- 
mission and the Parks and Recre- 
ation Commission to participate in 
further evaluations. 

In a letter to Mayor Meyera 
Obemdorf. Capt. J.W. Craine. Jr.. 
USN. said that since AICUZ guide- 
lines list outdoor music shells and 
amphitheatres as incompatible uses 
in noise zone two, the Navy would 
oppose construction of an outdoor 
amphitheatre at any of the sites ex- 
cept for those that lie in zone one. 

Of the five sites evaluated for the 
16.000 to 18,000-seat outdoor am- 
phitheatre, which could cost up to 
$11,050,000. the Buffington prop- 
erty seems to be in the lead. 

The property is adjacent to and 
southeast of the Virginia Beach 
Municipal Center on a 600-acre 
tract of city-owned property. 

It is in noise zone one. the low- 
est noise zone designation of the 
Oceana Naval Air Station, and 
could share 3.000 parking spaces 
with the Municipal Center which 
would save approximately $2 mil- 
lion or bring the total cost $1.5 
million below the base cost. Two 
lanes of Ferrell Parkway which 



would have to be ccHistructed would 
cost $750,000. 

Joint use of tte site, a forested 
area featuring West Neck Creek 
could include nature trails, canoe 
boat access and natural area con- 
cqMs. 

The other sites studied are: 

G Princess Anne Commons, 
northwest and adjacent' to the 
Municipal Center also in the lowest 
noise zone with a savings in [dik- 
ing costs by sharing Municipal 
Center parking, but the construc- 
tion of two lanes of Ferrell 
Paricway ($750,000) and the acqui- 
sition of 36 acres ($1.6 million) 
wouW being the cost $350,000 over 
the basic {Hoject cost 

O Corporate Landing, on Gene- 
ral Booth Boulevard, the site of the 
Vi^inia Beach Development's Aut- 
hority's master-planned mixed-use 
business park adjacent to the 
alignment of the Southeastern 
Expressway, is in noise zone two 
and would $4.8 million over the 
basic project cost because of the 
need for a perimeter parkway ($1.8 
million) and the payment of a $3^ 
million Deed of Trust on the prop- 
erty. 

O Owl's Creek, a 37-acre {»rcel 
that will acquired by the city from 
the state as part of the Pendleton 
land purchase, is bounded by 
General Booth Boulevard on the 
east. Birdneck Road on the south 
and the Ocean Breeze Festival Paric 
on the north. The land is in noise 
zone two and would require the re- 
location of the tennis center ($1.2 
million), not including land acquisi- 
tion, bringing the net cost for the 
site to $1.2 million over the basic 
project cost. 

O Ocean Breeze Festival Park is 
ofiiered by the park's oy/net for de- 
velopment of the amphitheatre as 
part of the amusement park. It is 
bounded by Birdneck Road on the 
west and General Booth Boulevard 
on the east and is in noise zone 
three. There appear to be no addi- 
tional costs over the project cost. 

Councilmember James W. 
Brazier Jr.. in reply to Moss's 
comments, said that die amphithe- 
atre promoters should determine 
whether they want to risk the noise. 
Also, he said) land in Kempsville 
will have considerable price tags. 

An amphitheatre site acoustical 
survey made by Wrightson. John- 
son. Haddon and Williams. Inc. 
finds that the Buffington site and 
the Corporate Landing site are the 
best from an environmental noise 
standpoint. 

The five organizations interested 
in the amphitheatre are Avalon 
Entertainment Group, Blockbuster 
Ansphttheatre Entertainment Corpo- 
ration. Cellar Door Productions of 
Virginia, Inc., Nederlander Product- 
ions Company of America, Inc. and 
PACE Entertainment Corpor- 
ation/Sony Music.

gram, established in 198S, is (me of 
only five in the country and the 
only one in Virginia. 

■ The establishmou of a parent- 
ing course program for young 
mothers, single mothers and moth- 
ers on ADC (Aid to Dependent 
Children) and others who may need 
it. The program would be on a vol- 
untary or mandatory basis depend- 
ing on individual circumstances. 

The report notes that there 
has been a dramatic increase of 429 
percent in violence crimes by those 
aged 10 to 17, from 1960 to 1990; 
teen pregnancies were up 200 per- 
cent from 1972 to 1990 with an in- 
crease in teen abortions of 286 per- 
cent from 1972 to 1990; teen sui- 
cides were up to 314 percent from 
1960 to 1990; SAT scores were 
down 80 points from 1960 to 1992. 

The report finds that "many of 
these factors can be attributed to the 
breakdown in the traditional family 
and of moral values which were so 
significant in making this nation 
great. Many suggest to these in- 



creases. 

"Until siKh time as this present 
trend is reversed, no system will be 
able to effectively deal with the in- 
crease in crime this country will 
experknce." 

Councilmembor Jdin A. Baum 
said that he would like to see the 

detention home project spteikd op. 

Councilmember Robert K. Dean 
questioned the rationale of taking 
someone with a child-like mentality 
and putting him in with hardened 
criminals. 

Gardner explained that this is be- 
ing done now but has to be done 
through the judicial progress. 

"We're talking about responsibil- 
ity; we're talking about juvenile 
laws . . . They know they can do 
certain things up to the age of 18 
and get away with them. If the age 
is lowered, they will know they 
can'L" 

Because of the inadequacies, 
Gardner said, children tihat should be 
in secure facilities are not that, and 
othec children are on the streets that 
need to be somewhere, but mx nec- 
essarily in secure facilities. 



He said that the personnel avaU- 
abie now is mm sufficieitt to handle 
what they have mm. "Nobody can 
go into diese homes and do the 
things that have to be done." 

Since funds for the juvenile pto- 
gram m(»tly come from the state 
and federal governments. Gardner 
said, citizens must make a concerted 
effort to convince legislators that 
money is needed. 

Gardner likened the situatimi to 
having a Trojan horse in the city, 
spewing out all types of problems. 
If something isn't done now, said 
Gardner, "I hate to see where (this 
nation) will be in the next decades."

$141,600,000. but upgraded the 
proposal to $147,475,956. 

School Board Chairman Samuel 
W. Meekins Jr. asked that school 
projects be funded from the city's 
general obligation bond authority 
rather than through referendums, 
but if necessary, he said, the school 
system is prepared lo go to referen- 
dum. 

Meekins said that the city has 
experienced healthy growth because 
of the quality of its schools; that 
m(xt business has located here be- 
cause of Uie schools. A few dollars 
should not be saved at the expense 
of education, he said, but the board 
recopizes the need for balance be- 
tween quality and cost. 

Meekins also said that council's 
perceptions is that the board does 
not do a good job of presenting its 
needs, that it comes forward with 
demands without the background in- 
formation. He said that the board 
does not necessarily agree with that, 
but that in the future it will make 



an attempt to say why the funds are 
needed. 

Coimciimember Louis 

R. Jones wanted to know whether 
the city had enough charter bonds to 
meet the needs of die school system 
and whether, if the bonds are issued, 
the city could stay within the debt 
limit council set. He also wanted to 
know what impact the borrowing 
would have on the tax rate. 

Budget Director Dean Block said 
that the city has enough charter 
bond authority to do all the school 
system wants, but the revenue 
stream is not sufficient to pay for 
the debt 

Before 1990, he said, the city 
faced the problem of having less 
charter bond authority than it 
needed, but starting in 1990 that 
situation changed. As a result of the 
1986 and 1987 referenda, he said, 
the city found that the debt limit 
was growing faster while the basic 
revenues changed dramatically. The 
city learned that in the foreseeable 
future, it did not have the revenue

To meet all the School Board's 
requests, he said, some tax increase 
would be needed — from one to 
one-and-a-half cents beyond the 5.3 
cents already approved. Jones fig- 
ured it closer to 1.75 cents. 

In lieu of a tax increase, Jones 
wanted to know where the city 
could find the money for the 
schools. 

Block said that there was very lit- 
tle in the budget to reduce. Most of 
the road allocations represent the 
city's share of state projects. Also, 
he said, a lot of issues are based on 
school attendance growth projec- 
tions. Actual growth and projec- 
tions vary from 1 percent to 2.5 
percent a year. 

Superintendent of Scho- 
ols Sidney J. Faucette said that 
while in Uie past the growth has 
been among the younger school 
children, at present, the growth at 
the high school level is 3 percent 
and for elementary students, 1 per- 
cent 

Spore pointed out that the city 
will be able to address the critical 
issues with the proposed budget. 
The allocations will provide for 
improvements at 10 elementary

smaller part of any decent profes- 
sor's work. It found the average 
course load for full-time faculty in 
1993 ranging from 1.94 courses at 
the University of Virginia to 4.59 
courses at a typical community 
college. 

The bottom line would seem to 
be that most full-time faculty at 
senior institutions are meeting 
class between six and nine hours 
a week in an academic year of 
some 30 wedcs. 

It's hard to make comparisons 
between schools as different as 
UVa and Eastern Sh(ve Commu- 
nity College, but an increase of 
25 percent in average faculty 
course load at senior colleges 
would not seem unreasonable. 

Another bone of contention is 
the \xse of existing ^pace. The ev- 
i(kiK:e suggests that most schools 
are holding class mainly in the 
morning hours on weekdays and 
not much beycmd. 

The state council has warned 
laggards that those not using 
clasa'ooms at least 40 hours a 
week can expect no funding for 
additicMtal classroom consuiiction. 

But the real revolution will 
come when colleges are forced to 
(^)erate on a three-semester year,

Judge dismisses 
another suit over 
Gaston pipeline 



The city of Virginia Beach has 
been notified that the Richmond 
Circuit Court has dismissed a law- 
suit which claimed that a 1992 law 
allocating 60 million gallons of 
water a day from Lake Gaston to 
Virginia Beach violates the Virginia 
Constitution. 

The suit was brought to the court 
by the Mecklenburg and Halifax 
County Boards of Supervisors. The 
court issued its ruling on Oct. IS. 

In issuing the ruling, the court 
indicated the suit was moot, since 
on Sept. 17 the Supreme Court of 
Virginia ruled Virginia Beach was 
not required to obtain the consent of 
the counties to use storage in John 
H. Kerr Reservoir as a mitigation 
measure for the Lake Gaston Water 
Supply Project 

Mayor Meyera E. Obemdorf 
stated, "Although we predicted this 
outcome given the recent Supreme 
Court ruling, we are pleased to be 
successfully completing the flnal 
court cases on the Lake Gaston 
Project" 

The city needs one final approval 
from the Federal Energy R^ulatory 
Commission (FERC) which li- 
censes Lake Gaston. The approval 
is for an easement into Lake 
Gaston. It is anticipated that FERC 
will issue a decision in early 1994.

Council retires 
recent plan 
amid complaints 
after one try

City Council's one-month exper- 
iment with one-meeting-a-month 
workshops hasn't woiked out 

Although the meeting plan was 
an outgrowth of "goals and objec- 
tives" set up at a City Council re- 
treat, citizens don't like the idea of 
having one meeting less a month 
when they can't speak up on the 
agenda — the agenda consisted of 
workshops — and they definitely 
didn't like the idea of moving the 
woikshops to the conference room 
when they would not be aired on 
the city's TV access channel. 

City council members also were 
only lukewarm about the shift in 
the changes. 

And so, council unanimously 
voted last week to gd back to the 
old way with three regularmeetings 
a month on Tuesdays — the first 
and second starting at 2 p.m. and 
the fourth starting at 6 p.m. — and 
woriishops before the meetings or 
at other scheduled times. 

The dumped plan had woikshops 
scheduled on the first Tuesday with 
regular sessions on the remaining 
Tuesdays. Council tried it out diis 
month with workshops on Oct S, 
but in the Council Chambers where 
the workshops were televised. 

The workshops were not a com- 
plete disaster but they left some 
tempers a little frazzled — some 
members complained that other 




members talked too much. 

Council decided to continue the 
experiment but to have the v/otk' 
shops in the conference room when 
the atmoi^heie would be more con- 
ducive to informal discussion, with 
no TV broadcasts. 

The public did not like that 

AI Strazzuli, of Lynnhaven 
Colony, said that the trend is going 
backwards. Woikshops weie held in 
the conference room until two years 
ago. 

He said there was no justification 
for the number of meetings to be 
reduced to two considering they 
were cut back to three (from four) 
four years ago. He said he hadn't 
heard of any cost reductions as a re- 
sult of the move. 

Council meetings, he said, are a 
great source of informati(Hi for the 
public. He also dkl not like cutting 
out die TV broadcasts of the Board 
of Zoning Appeals. "I don't know 
what benefits there are in changing 
the system, he said. 

For $18,000, the pay received by 
council members, said another 
speaker, Walter Erb, "I want you 
out here where I can watch you as 
much as I can." 

He said that the council meetings 
are broadcast on Tuesdays and re- 
bfoadcast on Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday. Cut some of the council 
broadcasts?' he suggested, and put 
the BZA hearings on. 

On hearing about the popularity 
of the council broadcasts. Mayor 
Meyera Obemdorf remarked, "I 
guess we are a source of entertain* 
ment for some." 

Said Councilmember Louis R. 
Jones, "The workshop doesn't ap- 
pear to be woricing. I prefer ... go- 
ing back to formal sessiohs of the 
last two years . . . Hiey are less 
controversial."

The cost of illiteracy 

My six-year-old son rushed through the door one after- 
noon last week and pushed a piece of paper into my face. "If 
I read five Ixx^, I can get a pizza!" he shouted. 

Sure enough. Pizza Hut is once again encouraging children 
to read by rewarding them for their efforts with certificates 
for finee personal pizzas. As my son chattered on about how 
many books he intends to read and how many pizzas he in- 
tends to earn, I found my thoughts straying to a recent report 
I'd read about literacy in America. 

It fell upon Education Secretary Richard Riley, who was 
spealdng for the Department of Education, to explain that of 
26,000 people surveyed who were over the age of 16, one in 
every two showed low levels of literacy. Although Riley es- 
timates that this could mean that approximately 40 million 
Americans cannot read a newspaper and understand what 
they are reading, the real cost of illiteracy is not so easily cal- 
culated. 

I met Charlotte on a chilly February morning. She was out 
of breath from chasing her grandson down the street. Tiny 
— she couldn't have weighed more than 90 pounds — her 
face was lined with troubles I could not begin to understand. 
The tiny package of a grandmother was one of the most de- 
termined women 1 have ever met. 

When Charlotte was in the third grade hermotiier became 
ill. Charlotte quit attending school so that she could take care 
of her brothers and sisters. She could read, but like many 
functionally illiterate people in the United States her reading 
skills limited her to understanding the difference between 
Cornflakes and Cheerios. She did not know how to read a 
newspaper. She did not drive a car because she could not 
understand the written driver's exam. When her grandson 
was to be registered for kindergarten she brought the lengthy 
forms to my home so that I could help her understand the 
difficult words. 

Charlotte could not write a check, and had trouble under- 
standing anything at all about banking. When her monthly 
Social Security check arrived each month she signed it and 
handed it over to her son who told her that he was putting it 
in a special account just for her. He would give her a few 
dollars spending money from time to time. She did not ask 
for more than this. She did not know know. 

"All of my children made it through school," Charlotte told 
me one day. She had spent tiie morning sewing a mat for her 
grandson to take to school for using during nap time. "My 
grandbaby is going to make it through too. I'll see to that." 

"What was it like when your kids were in school?" I 
asked. I could not imagine how this woman who had strug- 
gled with such difficulties had managed to get all of her kids 
through school. 

"It was hard," Charlotte admitted. "Their father wasn't no 
help. He was sick most of die time. He worked when he 
could. We lived on welfare. We had a nice litde house in a 
place where we all lived on welfare." 

"Were the schools good?" I asked. 

"Oh yes!" her face lit up. "I went to every program, every 
parent-teacher conference.

This letter is in response to a Lett«' to the Editor 
which appeared in the Clipper. The writer is wrong 
when she stated taxpayers were locked out at 4 p.m. 
each day during the last wedc of decal season. Ais an 
employee of the treasurer's office, I want to set the 
record straight 

During the last few days prior to the decal deadline, 
which is Jan. 21. man than 900 people per day come 
to the treasurer's office to purchase their city decal. 
The treasurer's office opens eariy each morning and 
closes at approximately 3:30 or 5:45 p.m. each day. 
The lines are monitored at 4 or 4:30 each afternoon so 
that the taxpayers who are standing in line at this 
time are assured they will be sM their decal. Usually 
at 4 or 4:40 p.m., thoe is q)|»oximately 200 or more 
people in line. 

We stay and see that they are taken out of. No one 
has ever been turned away who was in line at this 
time. Also, if the lines are moving quiddy olhos are 
serviced. Barbara Curaway has efected to open her of- 
fice early in die mornings to accoounodate the crowds 
instead of staying later. Also, with the budget cut- 
backs, there is litde nxmey available for overtime and 
I do know of any employee who is willing to work 



late hours and not be paid. 

I am reminded that the city of Norfolk closed their 
office at 5 p.m. sharp (hie to the same budget restric- 
tions and the pec^le in line in Norfolk were not 
helped. Whereas in Chesapeake, if you are in line, 
you are taken care of. 

Carraway has extended the number of days decals 
ctti be purchased from 30 to 45 days. The City Code 
has always allowed decals could be sold as early as 
Dec. 15, but Mr. Flora, the former treasurer, for 
whateva reason, chose not to put them on sale until 
January. Therefore. Carraway has given die taxpayer 
15 additional days to purchase Uieir decal. 

As an employee. I have watch^ the volume of 
work escalate during decal season. We are handling a 
heavier volume of work with the same amount of 
employees. This has been possible because of 
Carraway's innovative ideas and her ^ility to fully 
automate the ueasurer's office. I am proud to be part 
of an office that is efficient, professional, organized 
and one that puts custon^r service fast

Students in need of 
more classrooms 




Will it be classrooms or traitor? 
This is the dilemma the School Board 
faces as we enter into our annual 
quest for classroom space, otherwise 
known as the Capital Improvement 
Plan (CIP). On 
the school side, 
the CIP isa six 
year projection 
of which 
schools need 
classrooms 
added and 
which areas 
need whole 
schools builL It 
is based on cur- 
rentenroUment, 
projected en- 
rollment, and 
how die class- 
rooms will be 
used. CIP prog- 
nostication is 
, obviously not 
an exact science. 

However it appears that the city 
side has a much simpler method of 
assessing how many classrocxns the 
School Board requires. Their solu- 
tion is to take the number of students 
(actual and projected) divide that 
number by 25 ot 30 and arrive at the 
needed number of classrooms. After 
checking how many classrooms are 
currently under roof, the remaining 
number requireseithCT new constriK- 
tion or trailers. 

The problem with the city's num- 
bers is that they are not based on the 
needs of children. They don't take 
into account that Special Education 
classrooms require a very small stu- 
dent ratio, that art and music teachers

also need rooms, and that some 
schools may be under-utilized be- 
cause full capacity requires massive 
rezoning. 

Because of how the School Board 
looks at the numbers and needs, they 
believe that they will need $38.9 mil- 
lion this year to continue their goal Of 
reducing class size, providing art and 
music rooms, and reducing the num- 
ber of trailers. 

The City Manager proposed only 
$28.6 million in funding and hints 
that rezoning and more trailers should 
not be overlooked as viable solu- 
tions. 

School Board members, at their 
Oct S woricshop, voted unanimously 
to reject the City Manager's proposal 
citing thai- $28.6 million was not 
enough money, that they had been 
promised $32.4 million in the agree- 
ment reached last year, and that the 
city had $90 million in charter bonds 
available to use makingataxreferai- 
dum for schools unnecessary. 

How much money will be avail- 
able for schools will ultimately be 
decided by City Council as they weigh 
the city manager's proposal apinst 
the School Board's request Hie first 
public hearing was held Oct. 12. 
Another hearing will be Nov. 9 with 
the final vote Nov. 23. 

VBEA President Lisa Guthrie will 
speak in siq}pOTt of a more aggressive 
CIP. We must Mng children off the 
paricing lots and into the schools, we 
must get teacho^ off of stages and 
out of broom closets, and we must 
provide safe and secure learning en- 
vironments fOT children if we truly 
want to make Virginia Beach a w(»rld 
class school system.

On their own school grounds, chil- 
dren watched a live puffer fish bk)w 
up to protect itself and felt the sand- 
paper-like ^n of a nurse shari^. They 
were able to touch a prehistoric-look- 
ing horseshoe crab and examine 
minute forms of sea life under a mi- 
croscope. They could inspect a dol- 
phin skull and the imposing jaws of a 
shade. 

To provide a comp-ehensive ex- 
tended learning experience, the 
museum's traveling teachers offer 
assembly programs, classroom mini- 
labs and truck tours. Program topics 
such as "Life in the Chesapeake Bay" 
can be geared to children from pre- 
school to grade 12. 

The marine lab is an important 
componentof the museum's ongoing 
education programs which »e (tf- 
fered to school children wIk} visit die 
museum on field trips. 

Although schools, especially those 
that cannot visit the museum because 
of financial or scheduling constraints, 
are the primary focus of the lab, it is 
also available for festivals and olh^ 
events. 

Three doors, one on the side and 
two at the rear, can accommodate a 
steady stream of people walking 
dirough the lab so large crowds can 
easily enjoy the exhibits. 

This fabulous learning experience 
was made possible through the gen- 
erosity of Checkered Flag Motor Car 
Company and Isuzu Trucks of 
America, which donated the truck to 
the museum in 1992. 

The white truck with its blue look- 
down fish, die museum's logo fish, is 
designed for extended trips away from 
the museum and can stay on tiie road 
for a week at a time. 

This is the only mobile marine lab 
in the slate that transports live speci- 
mens. Hokling tanksof saltwato-hang 
underneath the mick so aquarium 



water can be changed during trips. 

An on-board generator operates salt 
water filtration systems and keeps 
aquariums at the proper temperature 
to maintain the animals' health. 

Fot children in land-locked com- 
munities who have never had the 
onx)rtunity to visit the ocean, tiie 
Chesapeake Bay Mobile Marine Lab 
provides them with an up-close and 
personal glimpse into a world of 
wonder that many of us who are for- 
tunate to live near die water some- 
times take for granted. 

But even in Virginia Beach, die 
traveling teachers don't have to go 
too far to find someone who's never 
seen a spider crab or sea urchin. 

Throughout their programs on sea 
life, the museum's educators try to 
m^edieirsuidentsaware of die prob- 
lems facing our world's wato^. 

Programs may focus on pollution 
and endangered marine animals — 
problems the Virginia Marine Sci- 
ence Museum hopes to help defeat 
dirough education. 

Widi the resources of die Marine 
Lab, the museum is even closer to 
fulfilling its educational mission.

March 4, 1994 for losses to their 
1993 crops," said Clinton V. 
Turner, commissioner of the 
Virginia Depanrooit of Agriculture 
and Consmner Services.

To receive the i»yments, which 
are not loans but outright grants, 
farmers must apply to their local 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service (ASCS) of- 
fice. Losses in both quality and 
quantity of production caused by 
abnormal weather conditions are 
covered under the 1993 Disaster 
Assistance Program, according to 
Donald A. Davis, acting state direc- 
tor of ASCS. 

"Farmers should realize that no 
local disaster declaration is needed 
for this assistance. The {Miyments 
are authoiized by emeigoicy disastn 
legislation signed by President 
Clinton." said Davis. 

The criterion for determining 
how much money farmers may re- 



ceive is based on crop insurance, 
Davis noted. Farmas whose 1993 
crt^ are insured by the Federal 
Crop Insurance Corporation, will 
be eligible for payments for losses 
exceeding 35 percent of their nor- 
mal production. 

Farmers without insurance will 
be eligible for payments for losses 
greater than 40 percent of normal 
production. There is a limit of 
$100,000 per producer reimburse- 
ment limit. 

In addition U) compensation un- 
der the disaster relief legislation, 
Virginia farmers, who have crop in- 
sioam^ and are located in localities 
declared natiu'al disaster areas by 
USDA, are also eligible to receive 
low intoest loans. 

Gov. Doug Wilder has received 
reqiKSts fot disaster status as a re- 
sult of the drought from 47 



Virginia kicalities. To date, US. 
Secretary (tfAgriculuire Mike Espy 
has appfovoA the designation for 32 
of these localities. With damage as- 
sessment reports completed on 40 
of the 47 localities. Wilda has re- 
ported crop loss estimates in 
Virginia at more than $148.9 mil- 
lion. 

According to Davis, ASCS of- 
fices are working overtime to han- 
dle the voluminous requests and in- 
quires from Virginia farmers setk- 
ing payments resulting from disas- 
ter relief legislation. "As farmers 
realize that crop payments are avail- 
able, local ASCS offices tsc being 
swamped. And we want to respond 
quickly to help alleviate some of 
the hardship faced by Virginia farm- 
ers. 

'The crop losses, which resulted 
from the drought and other weather 



factors such as hail wd tornado 
(ta ma gt' sistraied awi the summn. 
an still iiKwnting," noted Tumw. 
"This assignee is badly needed so 
thai our fmnas can continue to 
]vovide the wtolesome. abundant 
food that Virginians have come to 
rely on." 

The summer of 1993 has gone 
on record as the seoMtd driest sum- 
mer in Virginia since USDA begtti 
keeping agricultural statistics in 
1891. The driest summer was in 
1930. In addition. 1993 was the 
fourth hottest summer since agri- 
cultural statistics record keeping 
began.

Well-kept secret, refuge 
is finding more patrons

Just atwut two miles across the 
Virginia State line and about 11 
miles from Pungo on Princess 
Anne Road is one of Tidewater's 
best kept secrets, Mackay Island 
National Wildlife Refiige. 

The nearly 8,000 acres of marsh 
and timbcriand provide a habitat for 
ducks, geese, swan, muskrat, nu- 
tria, river otter, white-tailed deer, 
gray squirrel, gray fox and raccoon. 

During October and November it 
is the white-tailed deer that bring 
hunters to the refuge. Each year the 
refuge sets aside several days for 
both gun hunting, and archery hunt- 
ing. Hunters must have taken a 
Hunter Safety Course and have a 
current North Carolina Hunting 
License. 

In addition to providing maps 
listing standing sites for the 
hunters, and assistance to disabled 
hunters the staff is willing to help 
Uiose new to the sport. 

"We give a lot of advice," chuck- 
led Ken Merritt, Mackay Island 
refuge manager. "It would be wise 
to bring along rubber boots. A lot 
of the areas where the deer can be 
found are wet" 

Merritt was careful to explain 
that without population control the 
deer population in the refuge could 
not only present a serious problem 



for the plant life and other animals, 
but could present a problem to hu- 
mans traveling through the refuge 
as well. 

Deer forced to search for food 
near populated areas will often run 
into the path of an oncoming vehi- 
cle, sometimes shattering the wind- 
shield. 

For hunters with a sentimental 
sueak, Mackay Island offers a real^ 
glimpse into the past Headquartered 
in what used to be an old hunting 
lodge, there are wildlife displays, a 
dramatic view of Currituck Sound 
from the veranda, and a large stone 
fireplace. 

For Charlotte Cromie, a corps- 
man stationed at the Naval Hospital 
in Portsmouth, fishing at Mackay 
Island was the perfect way to spend 
her day off. She proudly pulled up 
the fish she'd caught "We're going 
to cook these on the weekend," 
Cromie said. ,,^^ 

I'm from Michigan," ^omie 
said. "I probably will come back 
during hunting season." 

During the year the refuge offers 
wildlife conservation lectures, fish- 
ing, hiking tidils, and hunting. The 
refuge office is open all year, 
Monday through Friday from 8 
a.m. to 4 p.m.

A legislative proposal for the 
1994 General Assembly to relax the 
city's borrowing restrictions has al- 
ready run into opposition. 

Included in the city's legislative 
package presented at a council work 
session Tuesday is a request for a 
change in the city's charter to allow 
no more than $60 million in gen- 
eral obligation, tourism investment 
bonds without a referendum. 

Tlie bonds would be used for the 
Virginia Marine Science Museum, 
one of the projects currently sched- 
uled for more expensive lease-rev- 
enue bonds, the hurricane protection 
project, and other small projects 
which arc not fully self-supporting. 
TGIF revenues could then be avail- 
able to be used on a cash basis for 
other approved projects or for re- 
programming when TGIF purposes 
are satisfied, according to the pro- 
posal. 

Under the recommendation, the 
bonds would not be included in the 
calculation of debt amounts retired 
to determine the city's general obli- 
gation debt limit and so would not 
increase the annual charter limit. 
The bonds would be a one-time 
bond for a specific purpose and 
would expire within a specified 
amount of time. 

Councilmember John D. Moss 
said that the Umits are placed on lo- 
cal spending to prevent spending 
without broad-based public support. 
"Why ask for more credit when we 
have credit we haven't used?" he 
asked. 

The city is permitted by state law 
to issue $10 million a year in gen- 
eral obligation bonds without a ref- 
erendum, plus the amount of debt 
retired each year. 

Councilmember Linwood Branch 
said, "Because we have the capacity 
to take on debt I don't think this 
council or any future council will 
go off and incur debt" 



Finance Director Patricia Phillips 
said that by issuing genoal obliga- 
tion bonds, rather than revenue 
bonds, the city would save from $2 
to $6 million. 

Moss maintwned that the city 
should ask only for the credit it 
needed. "If something else comes 
along, have a referendum." 

City Manage James K. Spore 
said that he would put together a de- 
tailed calendar on the time frame re- 
quired to borrow money — presum- 
^ly with and without a referendum. 

Councilmentber Linwood Branch 
also asked that the staff prepare a 
complete study on past charter 
changes related to the city's bmrow- 
ing authority. 

Among other requests in the leg- 
islative package are: 

G $S million to fund the con- 
struction of the expansion of the 
Marine Science Museum. 

O $800,000 or 80 percent of the 
cost of a lease for a 100,000 square- 
foot building for the Department of 
Social Services and the Department 
of Health. 

ID $S million for the Hurricane 
Protection and Erosion Control pro- 
ject over the biennium. The {noject 
is estimated to cost $80 million 
with the city's share at 3S percent 
of this figure. 

G $460,000 as the state's diiffe 
of relocating the Pendleton Child 
Service Center — total cost $1.4 
million. 

O $800,000 to provide space for 
the new family court. 

3 Continued full-funding of the 
Virginia Housing Partnership Fund 
which provides key funding for 
city wide housing and neighborhood 
improvements efforts. 

G Full funding for the standards 
of quality without any unfunded 
mandates for teachers' salaries, 
nurses or other requirements. 

G Full funding of state aid to 
libraries.

Green to lead archaeology talk 



City Council considers review 
of comprehensive land plan

After finding itself at odds with 
the Navy over land use in areas im- 
pacted by Navy flights from the 
Naval Air Station, Oceana, City 
Council may consider reviewing its 
Comprehensive Land Use Plan in 
relation to the Navy's AICUZ study 
which identifies areas where the 
noise or danger levels are incompat- 
ible with higher density develop- 
ment. 

Over objections from the Navy, 
council last week approved two 
conditional use permits, one for 
motor vehicle sales on Virginia 
Beach Boulevard west of South 
Great Neck Road, without a condi- 
tion for indoor noise reduction re- 
quested by the Navy, and the other 
for a bingo hall operated by the 
Boys and Girls Clubs of South 
Hampton Roads on Lishellc Place 
cast of Lynnhaven Palcway. 

The Navy had asked that the 
council conditicN) the vehicle sales 
permit for Lynnhaven Lincoln 
Mercury liK. by requiring construc- 
tion that would reduce the indoor 
noise level by 25 decibels. 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf pointed 
out that council adopted the AICUZ 
map in the late 70s or early 80s. 

Councilmember James W. 
Brazier Jr. said that the city should 
include in its zoning ordinance re- 
su-iclions dictated by the AICUZ 
stiKiy. 

Lt. Comdr. Bryan MurjAy, rep- 
resenting the a)mmanding (rfficer at 
Naval Station Oceana, who pre- 
sented the Navy's (Ejections, said 
"People don't gel mad at the 
builders when they're bothered by 
the noise. They get mad at us for 
operating as we've been operating 
for ^ years." 



The' bingo hall, which could at- 
tract as many as 500 bingo players 
at one time is considered incompat- 
ible by the Navy because it is in 
Noise Zone III, but also because the 
site is next to the landing pattern 
for Runway 5. Murphy said that the 
runway is used for 38 percent of its 
250,000 annual flight operations. 
He asked that the use permit not be 
approved. 

William Wright, reprcsenting the 
Boys and Giris Clubs, said that the 
organization is trying to raise 
enough money to build a new club 
on the Buckner property on 
Rosemont Road. The club is now 
operating in the same building 
where the organization plans to 
hold its bingo games on weekends. 

Wright explained that in the 70s, 
the United Way paid 100 percent of 
the club's tab, but now only 34 
percent of the funds come from the 
United Way. 

Murphy said that the Planning 
Commission, in recommending ap- 
jffoval, reasoned that other similar 
activities arc located in the area, but 
that the question is, "Where is it 
going to stop?" 

Planning Director Robert Scott 
said that the staff found the use in 
keeping with what's there. To look 
at the situation otherwise, he said, 
the city would have to establish 
lines. 

Councilmember Robert K. I>;an 
said that the city is going to have 
to establish lines of dcmarkation . . 
, "if the Comprehensive Plan is 
currently incom|»tible with what 
the Navy wants." 

Dean said that he was making a 
motion fw approval because the 
damage has already been done. He 
then asked the staff to review the 
Comprehensive Plan, including the 
Navy in the review.

Injured wildlife find friend at 



Vivian Garvey has been caring for wounded 
animals since nurturing a turtle at the age of 9

The noise coming from the 
closet was like no sound the 
Garvey's had ever heard. Startled, 
they sat i<at a moment and listened. 

"I knew it, I just knew it!" 
Vivian told her children. "My 
grandmother always said if I didn't 
clean my closets, monsters would 
t^e up residence and now it's \sap- 
pened." 

As her children ran to their own 
rooms to make sure they had not 
left a perfect nest for monsters in 
their closets, Vivian confronted the 
beast making the sound. 

"Excuse me, Jorrasic," she said 
loudly to the startled groundhog. 
"Am 1 getting in your way?" 

The groundhog hustled back to 
its cage in the living room. 

Having a groundhog in the closet 
is not unusual for Wildlife 
Rdmiabilitator Vivian Garvey. 
Pr^ntly she has Peepers, a goose 
and Jurrasic the ^undhog. Jurrasic 
was named for the large rodent teedi 
that Garvey believes could chew 
through just about anything. 

"I'm expecting a squirrel any day 
now," Garvey laughed. "I've been 
told it's neurotic." 

Garvey, who is just one of the 
101 wildlife rehabilitators in the 
Tidewater area is never quite sure 
what to expect when wildlife refuge 
manago^ call. 

"When anybody finds an or- 
phaned or injured animal they will 
usually call a wildlife refuge man- 
ager or a veterinarian who will then 



call a wildlife rehabilitaUM-," Garvey 
explained. "The veterinarian binds 
the wounds and stitches the animal 
up," she said. Garvey then takes the 
animal to her home. 

"I am basically a caretaker," she 
went on. She cleans the animals' 
wounds, gives them quiet safe 
places to rest and ferries them back 
and forth to the vetoinarian if nec- 
essary. 

Veterinarian Jack Cochrane at 
Strawbridge Animal Hospital often 
helps Garvey wilh her "crittCTs" as 
she like to call them. "I probably

shouldn't tell you this," she con- 
fides. "But he will often treat the 
wiki animals for free." 

Garvey was only 9 years old 
when she rescued a California desert 
tortoise that had been run over by a 
truck. 

"Somehow I maneuvered that 
huge thing into a wagon and drug it 
home," Garvey said. When the tur- 
tle seemed to be feeling a bit better 
Garvey contacted Jungle Land, 
providers of animals to movie sets. 
"I thought they would have the best 
veterinarians," she said. 



The Jungle Land animd handlers 
were impressed with Garvey's 
work. They told her that the tor- 
toise should never have survived. 
When she became an adult Garvey 
became a registered wildlife rehabil- 
itaior so that she could ccxitinue do- 
ing what she loves. 

Garvey, who enjoys a good 
laugh, feels that the animals give 
her more than enough comedic ma- 
terials. She becomes very serious 
however when talking about her 
woric. Like a foster parent Garvey 
loves and cares for the animals until 
they are well, but then must let 
them go. This is not easy for her 
children to accept. 

"It takes total family dedication," 
Garvey said in a rare serious mo- 
ment. 

"My kids wanted to keep wild 
rabbits," she continued. "I told my 
son that he could pick one rabbit 
and keep it. He was delighted. Then 
1 told him that he'd have to spend 
the rest of his life in his room." 

When her son protested that this 
would be cruel because he needed to 
be outside riding his bicycle and 
playing with other children, Garvey 
made sure that he understood that 
the rabbits deserved to be set free so 
that they could live the way it 
wanted. Her son volunteered to go 
with her when the rabbits were to 
be released into the wild. 

Garvey is also serious 

about rabies. "Rabies is a reality," 
she said quietly. "I love raccoons. 
They're smart, and you can show 
them something once and they've

got it. But I have promised the 
refuge managers that I will not take 
any raccoons no matter who calls 
me. Rabies has just^infected too 
many of them." 



Many wildlife rehabilitators are 
choosing to have a fnc-innoculation 
for rabies. Garvey receives a shot 
every two years. "I don't want to 
take any chances," she says. 



If she could get one message out

The Sandbridge sewer prt^ect, 
which was t^en out of the Capital 
Improvement Program proposed for 
the next six years, is not dead yet 

Councilmember Paul J. 
Lanteigpe asked Tiiesday at a budget 
woricshop why the $16.8 million 
project was taken out of the budget 

City Manager James K. Spore 
said that removal of the item was 
done at his direction as the result of 
his interpretation of council's ac- 
tion in killing the Sandbridge Sand 
Rq}lenishment Program. He did not 
think it wise to recommend the 
construction of sewer in that area. 

Councilmember Linwood Branch 
asked how the city proposed to re- 
move septic tanks, which serve the 
area, in the event they are damaged 
by storms. Of the 1.421 lots in 
Sandbridge, 1.205 contain struc- 
tures and all have sq}tic tanks. 

Public Utilities Director Clarence 
Wamsiaff said that he was sure the 
city would respond after a devastat- 
ing stCHin to protect the health and 



safety of the people. 

Wamsiaff said also that a public 
sewer could be placed deeper in the 
ground than septic tanks, but that 
the sewer, loo, codd 6e destroyed 
by storms. The cost of extending 
«mver to Sandbridge, he sakl, coma 
te about $12,060 a tot on average, 
Wftich include gravity sewer tuid 
force jnains. 

The installation of sewer at 
Sandbridge, he said, wouM cost the 
city's sewer customers 75 cents a 
month over a three-year period. 
The estimated increase ova three 
years, not expected for three years, 
had been $2.25 a month but wUi- 
out Sandbridge. that increase woukl 
be reduced by qqxoxim^ly $1 .50. 

Excluding Sandbridge, Wamsiaff 
said, the cost per lot of extoiding 
sewer service i^areu already in the 
Capital Budget comes lo $14,700 
on average. 

Branch maintained that "Just be- 
cause we didn't get sand on 
Sandbridge doesn't api^y to cvety- 
thing." He sud that comcil needed 
acostanal^.

Of the 
17 fim-ysff ixt)j«;ts, 12 are to im- 
prove the quality of the discharge 
and five are purely for drainage or 
qualitative. The slormwaier teck- 
k>g contains $35 million of pro- 
jats. The fees, he said, provkic a 
reliable SMTce. 

Originally EPA identified 225 
potentially harmful substances 



which should be removed from Uie 
discharge, but the number has since 
been reduc«l to 17. 

"If we didn't have the fee what 
vrauU «« do?" asked Branch.

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For Governor 

Folks love a good political fight, even though they sit 
around talking about how awful it is that they are fight- 
ing so dirty. And Virginia political observers hankering 
for bloodshed in the campaign for governor have not 
been disappointed. Tliey have plenty to talk about Mary 
Sue Terry and George Allen are in full quarrel — and 
it's nasty. 

Well, we don't call them campaigns for nothing. This 
one has turned into a brawl. The two candidates have 
stumped the state firom border to border hammering 
away at each other. They have competed head-to-head in 
three televised debates. But not one in a thousand Vir- 
fffiians has actually seen either of the candidates and not 
one in a thousand watched the debates. Instead, it is the 
television commo-cials people are seeing. That's not 
good. These 30-second spots often do grave damage to 
tfie truth and only clog the issues. 

As the advertising clamor crescendos in the fmal days 
of the campaign, it is well to keep in mind the simple 
question: Which candidate is better for Virginia? 

Mary Sue Terry offers herself as the candidate of 
trust. In one of the televised debates she used the word 
"trust" 10 times. George Allen calls himself the candi- 
date of change. He says he will "embark on a new 
course of opportunity and promise for ourselves, for our 
families uid for our children." 

Mary Sue, sometimes referred to in Democratic cir- 
cles as Chuck Robb in a skirt, needs more than trust to 
win this election. George, a fan of cowboy boots and 
snuff, makes more sense with his program to cut the 
costs and improve the performance of state government 
The ordinary voters, struggling with paying dieir bills 
uid worrying about crime and drugs, are picking up on 
George Allen's things-to-do list Gotta get more jobs. 
Gotta get better schools and safe neighborhoods. Gotta 
problem with government spending too much. 

To the point, Allen says he will veto any increase in 
sales or income tax rates. More taxes will only feed the 
Richmond spending machine. Allen will shift the focus 
of education back to die basics. He says only 48 cents of 
every tax dollar spent on education makes it to the class- 
room in Virginia. His plan will direct rmtt of each dol- 
lar into the classroom and away from central office bu- 
reaucracy. Throwing more money at the problem has not 
enhanced student achievement 

Three out of every four violent crimes in Virginia are 
committed by repeat offenders. Allen will seek legisla- 
tion to keep prisoners behind bars and reduce lenient pa- 
role.

Candidates sidestep state budget woes

Gov. Douglas Wilder and guber-

In May, state 
Sen. Hunter 
Andrews, cha-

1994-96 bud- 
get of $786 
— — — — million. 

That assumed no new programs; 
no salary increases for state employ- 
ees and teachers; no major coistruc- 
tion projects other than highways; 
and no new federal mandates. 

More recently, Wilder has op- 
erated on the assumption that cuts 
in some existing appropriations, 
such as higher education, would 
have to reach $500 million to 
close the gap between anticipated 
revenues and unavoidable costs in 
the biennial budget beginning 
Julyl. , 

There i|, of course, a legiti- 
mate question as to the reality of 
that $500-minion deficit. The 
chairman of the House Finance 
Committee, Del. Dick Cranwell, 
has challenged Wilder's pessim- 
ism with claims that a reviving 
economy will close most if not all 
of the gap. That view is supported 
by the fact that growth in state 
revenues this year has exceeded 
estimates. 

Economic scenarios are a dime 
a dozen, but a consensus is emer- 
ging that the country has turned a 
corner and can expect more 
robust growth. 

A good leading indicator is 
help-wanted advertising in news- 
papers, which has increased sub- 
stantially in all areas except New 
Bngland and the Pacific Coast. 

But Crestar Bank's recent quv- 
tttly index ^ows Virginia's eco- 
nomy lagging the nation, which 
may be a reflection of the slate's 
sen^tivity to cuu in defenie. 

That more pessimistic view 
would be supported by the stag- 
gering increase in the number of 
Virginia families receiving food 
stamps, which rose by 70 percent 
in the Ave years ending in May, 
1993. 

For what it's worth, my own 
reading of economic data says 



that Cranwell is more likely to be 
right than Wilder. For one thing, 
recent federal tax increases have 
taken the pressure off Congress to 
restrain the growth of spending. 

We may now expect the entire 
Democratic leadership in Wash- 
ington to do whatever it can to 
stimulate the economy leading 
into the '94 and '96 elections. 

Despite the howls of protest 
that have greeted the Wilderian 
austerity, Virginia increased 
spending by 110 percent between 
1984 and 1994 — fiom $7 billion 
to S14.7 billion. By comparison, 
federal spending in the same 10 
years has grown by only 80 per- 
cent. 

This is partially explained by 
the new congressional cunning of 
passing more costs through to the 
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states and private employers. 
Medicaid, which pays health bills 
for the poor, is a prime example. 
Virginia's taxpayers shelled out 
$210 million to pay the state's 
share of this program in 1984 
compared with $900 million in 
the current fiscal year. 

But Medicaid isn't the only 
program where costs are driven 
inexorably higher with the num- 
bers. After many years during 
which public-school enrollment in 
Virginia was flat or actually de- 
clining, it has started growing 
again, and not insubiManti^ly. 

From 1984 to 1994, enrollment 
grew by 80,000 pupils. Over the 
next six years it is projected to 
grow a further 160,000. In the 
same period, die numbo* of stu- 
dents attending state colleges is 
predicted to rise by 65,000. 

Also with a big finger in the 
budget pie is the Department of 
Corrections, which sees 28,500 
state prisoners by the year 2000 
compared with 21,000 now. 

In their first televised debate, 
Terry and Allen were pressed to 
explain how they could reconcile 
the equation of campaign pro- 
mises plus the state's existing 
budget crunch, minus to new tax- 
es. 



Both were quick to change the 
subject. Terry kept falling back on 
"this campaign is about trust" 
while Allen said more than once 
that his first official act would be 
to name a panel of outside ex- 
perts to examine state govern- 
ment from top to bottom wiUi an 
eye to cost-cutting and streamlin- 
ing. 

Judging from what has been 
done routinely in private enter- 
prise, a thorough management 
study of all operations of state 
government, if fully implemented, 
should save at least a billion a 
year. 

But such studies are costly and 
controversial. A Gov. Allen might 
be unwilling to ask for enough 
money to do Uie job properly — 
or get it from the General As- 
sembly even if he did ask. 

And all major proposals chang- 
ing the status quo are certain to 
be resisted by entrenched bureau- 
crats and their friends in the legis- 
lature. But this should be tested 
before Virginians arc asked to pay 
substantially higher taxes. 

In the context of a $16-billion 
budget for 1994-95, even rela- 
tively large tax increase don't 
seeqj to make a big difference. 
Raising the state sales tax from 
4.5 cents to 5 cents would raise 
an additional $250 million. 

Creating a new income-tax 
bracket of 6.75 percent (up from 
5,75) for incomes in excess of 
$50,000 would bring in $175 mil- 
lion. Another four cents on a gal- 
lon of gasoline would get $140 
million. 

Increasing the maximum ctnpO' 
rate income tax from six to seven 
percent would raise $50 million 
while another 75 cents on a car- 
ton of cigarettes would generate 
only $37 million. 

It would be an interesting ex- 
periment to raise the lot and see 
if the tax consumen would be any 
happier at the end of the next 
governor's term. But they 
wouldn't and that can't happen. 

Aside from increases in high- 
way taxes, which both candidates 
have been careful not to rule out. 
the taxes we have now are the 
tax» we'll have when the next 
govonor exits in 1998. 

The challenge will be to show 
that state agencies and educators 
can make more efficient use of 
the vast resources already placed 
at their disposal, representing al- 
most $2,500 a year for each citi- 
zen of the commonwealth.

As the north winds of fall cool the 
hot sands of Virginia Beach, we can 
reflect beKdc on another very success- 
ful summ^ season. 
Thousands of new and returning 
visitors en- 
joyed a viKa- 
tion in the sun 
and surf along 
our clean spa- 
cious beaches. 
To greet our 
visitors this 
summer were 
10 more im- 
proved blocks 
along Atlantic 
Avenue. The 
Resort Street- 
scape and Con- 
nector Park 
Capital Im- 
provement 
projects have 
completed 28 
of the 42 blocks scheduled for im- 
provements. Currently 10 additional 
blocks are under construction and are 
scheduled for completion in May 
1995. 

Construction of the Resort 
Streetscape project is done in two 
phases. The first phase involves the 
construction of a VirginiaPowerduct 
bank to relocate all electrical utili- 
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ties, telephone and cable television 
wires from overhead to underground. 

The second phase involves beauti- 
fication w(^. This includes fully re- 
constructive roadways and sidewalks, 
creating wider sidewalks with street 
trees, pedestrian lights, baches, col- 
orful grai^ics and uniform signs. 

Improvements to storm drains, 
water and sewo- utilities are alsocon- 
structed during the phase two work. 
Also during phase two, the connector 
parks are constructed. 

Connector parks are the pedestrian 
link from the boardwalk to Atlantic 
Avenue. These parks are improved 
with colorful concrete pavers, graph- 
ics and landscaping. Each year with 
the project, we try to add additional 
elements so that each section is some- 
what different than previous sections. 

One new element that was included 
this year were sculptures in the coi- 
nector parks. Several different types 
of sculptures were designed along 
with the landscaping in the parks. 
These sculptures include dolphins, 
turtles, fish, hermit crabs, shells and 
giant beach balls. 

The sculptures help to entertain 
and orient visitors as they stroll along 
the boardwalk viewing the various 
sculptures. Children in particular were 
amazed and amused at the giant fish, 
beach balls and other sculptures. I 



can assure you, by die reacti(Hi of the 
children alone, that the sculptures 
were a big hit this year along the 
boardwalk. 

Another long awaited project was 
completed this summer — the 24th 
Street Entertainment Park. The psric, 
which occupies half a city block and 
which had been used for the past 
sevoal years with temporary struc- 
tures, was improved with a perma- 
nent stage, restrooms, pavilions, 
tiellis%s deflning the east and west 
sides of the park, and improved land- 
scaping and lighting. 

Each night, during the summer, 
entotainment was provided free-of- 
charge to the public. During the sum- 
mer, the entertainment was very well 



attended and qqmciated by every- 
one who attended the park in the 
evenings. 

The i»rk is a major asset to the 
resort area, giving us a venue to enjoy 
the entertainment and to have many 
fuiK:tions throughout the year.

On Tuesday, voters will have an 
opportunity to mark their ballots for 
state officials — governor, lieuten- 
ant governor, attorney general; city 
officials — Commissioner of the 
Revenue, Commonwealth's Attor- 
ney, Sheriff, Treasurer, Soil and 
Water conservation director and the 
House of Delegates representative to 
the General Assembly from their dis- 
trict 

It is hoped that all who are eligible 
to vote will make an effort to do so. 
But, sadly, too many Americans have 
been shirking this civic duty. More 
than half of the eUgible voters na- 
tionwide belong to the fastest grow- 
ing party in American politics — the 
Party of Non- Voters!

Striped bass returned 
to citation list by tourney 



For the first time since 1985, 
saltwater fishermen capturing a tro- 
phy-size striped bass will he able to 
cam recognition from the Virginia 
Saltwater Fishing Tournament. 

During the open season this fall, 
anglers landing a suiped bass 
weighing a minimum of SS pounds 
will receive a citation plaque for 
their catch. Release citations, which 
were instituted last year, will con- 
tinue to be offered for the catch and 
release of any striped bass with a 
minimum length of 44 inches. 

The decision to restore the cita- 
tion for striped l>ass was made at a 
special meeting of the program's 
tournament committee. The com- 
millec felt the continued growth of 
coastwide populations of striped 
bass justified its return to the list of 
species eligible for awards. 

Citation awards for suiped bass 
will be available only during the 
open season. Catches made on 
Thursdays, Fridays and Saturdays 
and Sundays from Oct. 28 through 
Dec. 19 will be eligible. 

"Wc have restricted all suiped 
bass awards, including release 
awards, to the open season only, so 
we do not provide an incentive to 
pursue these fish out-of-season," 
stated Tournament Director Claude 
Bain. 

The closing date of the Virginia 
Saltwater Fishing Tournament has 
been extended to Dec. 19 to encom- 
pass all of the striped bass season. 
Citation applications for all 24 eli- 
gible species will be accepted 
through that date. 

"The Tournament Committee 
opted for a 53 pound minimum on 



the striped bass citation for several 
reasons, explained Bain. 

"First, that weight reflected the 
intent of the Marine Resources 
Commission and many of the an- 
glers who spoke during the regula- 
tory process to allow captures only 
for fish which were potential state 
ca world record size. 

Secondly, the minimum citation 
size had to be established at a level 
which would ensure all fish were at 
least 48 inches long. Our data indi- 
cated a 47 inch fish could weigh 50 
pounds or slightly more, but virtu- 
ally all fish in the 55 pound class 
would meet the 48 inch minimum 
legal size." 

The availability of release cita- 
tions ensures that all anglers who 
catch a large su-iped bass have a vi- 
able avenue for recognition of their 
catch with a plaque from the tour- 
nament. 

Anglers should remember that all 
striped bass catches, including those 
registered for citations, must con- 
form to current regulations. 

For anglers seeking large fish 
this includes the 48 inch minimum 
size, and the requirement that fish 
be caught within the Chesapeake 
Bay, or its tributary rivers, or 
Virginia's Territorial Sea (ocean 
waters within three miles of the 
coast). Ocean waters under federal 
jurisdiction (3-200 miles off the 
coast) are closed to all suiped bass 
fishing.

State drug hotline 
rewards 22 callers 



Colonel Carl R. Baker, Vi^nia 
State Police superintendmt, has an- 
nounced that 22 callers to the 
Virginia drug hotline have been ap- 
proved by the Department of 
Criminal Justice Services hotline 
committee for cash awards ranging 
from $100 to $1,00. 

The 22 cash avtrards amount to a 
total of $8,800 and reflect the arrest 
of 38 individuals on 68 charges in- 
cluding possessing, distributing and 
manufacturing drugs; fraudently 
forging descriptions; and violating 
firearms laws. 

Narcotics seizures in these cases 
include marijuana, cocaine, crack 
cocaine, PCP and prescription 
drugs. Total value of the seized nar- 
cotics is estimated at $317,640. 
Also seized were four vehicles, 
$16,085 in currency and three 
v/eapons. 

"These statistics show how well 
this hotline generates information 
to develop cases and how law en- 
forcement agencies working to- 
gether can make a diffoence," Baker 
said.
